BIG  REDUCTIONS  IN 
FREIGHT  RATES  ARE 
MADE  BY  COMMISSION 


/UI  Trans-Continental   Lines 

Mected  By  the 

Decisions. 


Hill  Roads  Are  Found  to 

Have  Had  Excessive

Spokane  Case  Among  Those 

Decided   By   Federal 

Traffic  Board. 


Washington.  June  29. — Decisions  were 
handed  down  today  by  tlie  Interstate 
commerce  commission  of  country-wide 
Importance.  T  -ey  affect  freight  rates — 
both  class  and  commodity — on  all 
transcontinental  lines  operating  be- 
tween  the  Atlantic  and   Pacific   oceans. 

The  decisions  are  in  what  are  pop- 
ularly known  as  the  Pacific  coast  cases, 
heard  last  autumn  by  the  commi:?sion 
on  Its  six-weeks'  trip  to  the  Pacific 
coast  and  intermountaln  territory.  In 
every  instance  reductions  in  tlie  exist- 
ing rates  complained  of  were  made, 
and  in  some  instances  they  amounleii 
to  nearly   50    per  cent. 

The  commission  found,  through  Its 
Inquiry,  a  remarkable  rate  situation  ex- 
isting on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  even  a 
more  remarkable  one  in  the  intermoun- 
taln territory.  This  is  notably  true  of 
the  rales  to  and  from  Spokane,  Wash., 
and  Keno.   Xev. 

SpokHoe    CiMie    Decided. 

The  Spokane  case  had  been  before 
the  commission  in  one  form  or  an- 
other for  several  years.  Tiie  shippers 
of  that  city  complained  iiibistently  of 
the  rates  charged  by  the  railroads  on 
freight  classes  and  corr\m<'ilities  from 
Eastern  points  of  origin,  because  they 
were  required  to  pay  the  I'acific  coast 
terminal  rates,  plus  the  local  rates  back 
to  Spokane  from  these  terminals, 
althoufe'h  the  freight  was  discharged  at 
Spokane  by  the  railroads  on  the  West- 
ern  trip. 

Substantially  the  same  state  of  facts 
exists  at  l:eno  and  other  Nevada  points, 
which  had  to  pay  the  rates  to  San 
Francisco  and  return.  These  local 
rates,  in  most  instances,  amounted  to 
two-fifths  or  more  of  the  entire  rate 
from  Eastern  points  of  origin  to  Pacific 
coast     terminals.

NORTH  DAKOTANS 
HOLD  PRIMARIES 

Republican  Factions  Furnish 

Sole  Interest  in  the 

Elections. 

Bismarck,  N.  D..  June  29. — This  is 
primary  election  day  in  North  Dakota. 
Both  the  Democrats  and  Republicans 
are  selecting  full  state  and  congres- 
sional tickets  to  be  voted  upon  at  the 
fall  election.  There  is  little  interest  in 
today's  results  so  far  as  the  Demo- 
crats are  concerned,  as  there  are  no 
contests  and  the  Democrats  have  little 
hope  of  electing  any  of  their  ticket, 
with   the  exception  of  Governor  Burke. 

Because  of  the  death  of  Senator  M. 
N.  Johnson  ^uring  the  term,  two  Unit- 
ed States  sftiators  will  be  chosen  this 
year,  and  each  faction  has  a  candi- 
date for  the   office. 

Four   After   Scnatoniblps. 

Senator  P.  J.  McCumber  and  Edward 
Engerud  are  the  stalwart  candidates 
for  senator,  while  the  insurgent  canai- 
dates  are  Thomas  Marshall  and  Con- 
gressman   A.    J.    Gronna. 

Two  congressmen  are  to  be  nom- 
inated by  the  Republicans  from  six 
candidates,  two  supported  by  the  in- 
Burgents.  one  by  tlie  stalwarts  and 
the  other  tliree  running  as  inde- 
pendents. Congres.sman  Hanna  is  a 
candidate    for    renomination. 

For  the  slate  offices  C.  A.  Johnson, 
Btalwart,  and  S.  J.  A.  Buchanan,  in- 
surgent,  are   candidates   for   governor. 

The  people  have  not  taken  as  much 
Interest  as  usual  in   the  election. 


Woman  Is  Widow  of  Son  of 

Commandant  of  Navy 

Academy. 

Washington,  June  29. — News  of  the 
recovery  of  the  bodies  of  Midshipman 
S.  M.  Mason  and  G.  E.  Thomas  and 
Mrs.  Joseph  Bowyer,  who  failed  to 
return  to  the  naval  academy  at  Annap- 
olis yesterday  after  leaving  for  a  sail, 
was  reported  today  to  Acting  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  Winthrop  over  the  tele- 
phone  from  Annapolis. 

The  bodies  were  recovered  near  the 
place  where  the  sail  boat  had  been 
anchored.  No  explanation  was  ad- 
vanced as  to  the  manner  In  which  the 
three  met  their  death,  but  it  is  sup- 
posed that  the  party  were  bathing, 
Mrs.  Bowyer  being  dressed  in  a  bath- 
ing suit  and  a  long  cloak.  The  bodies 
were  taken  aboard  the  Hartford. 
Two  Poor  Svt'lniiiierM. 
It  was  said  at  the  navy  department 
that  Mrs.  Bowyer  could  swim  only  a 
few  strokes.  Nason  was  a  poor  swim- 
mer, but  Thomas  could  swim  well.  It 
is  presumed  that  the  latter  met  his 
death  trying  to  save  the  other  two. 
TThe  naval  academy  authorities  will 
take  steps  to  notify  immediately  by 
telegraph  the  relatives  of  the  deceased 
midshipmen. 

Nason  was  a  native  of  Newport,  R. 
I.,  while  Thomas'  home  was  at  Union 
Point,  Ga.  Nason's  next  kin  Is  Fred- 
erick B.  Nason  of  Newport,  R.  I.,  and 
Thomas'  is  Mrs.  Emma  Hart  Thomas, 
his  mother.  Mrs.  Bowyer'.s  husban«i 
was  Julius  Bowyer,  a  son  of  the  com- 
mandant of  the  academy,  who  died  in 
Washington  about  two  years  ago.

NEW  TRIAL  IS 
DENBHYDE 

Doctor  Convicted  of  Poison- 
ing Col.  Swope  Will 
Appeal  Case. 

Motion  for  Arrest  of  Judg- 
ment to  Be  Argued 
Tuesday. 


Kansas  City,  Mo.,  June  29.— Dr.  B.  C. 
Hyde,  convicted  on  May  16  of  murder- 
ing with  poison  Col.  Thomas  H.  Swope, 
the  millionaire  philanthropist,  was 
denied  a  new  trial  by  Judge  Ralph  8. 
Latshaw  in  the  criminal  court  here 
this    morning. 

The  prisoner's  attorney  immediately 
filed  a  motion  for  arrest  of  judgment 
and  the  judge  set  Tuesday  next  as  the 
time  for  arrangements.  When  this 
motion  is  disposed  of  next  week,  the 
matter  of  appeal  to  the  supreme  court 
and  a  motion  to  release  Dr.  Hyde  on 
bond  will  be  taken  up. 

Mrs.  Hyde  »a4,  beside,  her  husband 
during  the  reading  of  Judge  Latshaw's 
decision  this  morning.  Neither  ap- 
peared disturbed  by  the  court's  refusal 
to  grant  a  new  trial.  Hyde  smiled 
back  at  his  wife  as  he  was  returned  to 
his  cell. 

EHtate  of  f 3,000,000. 
Col  Swope.  who  died  last  October, 
Irtft  an  estate  valued  at  more  than 
$3,000,000.  Dr.  Hyde  was  tried  on  the 
specific  charge  of  murdering  Col. 
Swope  by  the  administration  of  poison 
while  attending  him  as  a  physician. 
There  are  ten  other  indictments 
against  the  physician,  charging  him 
with  killing  or  attempting  to  kill 
various  members  of  the  Swope  family. 
The  theory  of  the  state  was  that  Hyde 
desired  to  kill  the  other  heirs  to  get 
possession  of  the  estate  through  his 
wife's  inheritance.  Mrs.  Hyde  was  a 
niece  of  Col.   Swope.

Chicago,  June  29. — Disagreeing  as  to 
the  guilt  of  Lee  O'Neil  Browne,  charged 
with  bribery  in  behalf  of  the  election 
of  William  Lorimer  to  the  United 
States  senate,  the  jurors  filed  into 
Judge  McSurely's  room  in  criminal 
court  here  today,  after  113  hours  of  de- 
liberations, only  to  be  met  with  the 
declaration  of  State's  Attorney  Way- 
man  that  the  trial  offers  the  most 
flagrant  case  of  jury  fixing  that  the  had 

ever  known. 

Throughout  the  entire  time  of  delib- 
eration, the  longest  by  forty-one  hour* 
ever  consumed  by  a  jury  in  Chicago, 
the  ballots  taken  in  the  Juryrooni  stood 
the  same — eight  for  conviction  and 
four  for  acquittal.  There  were  warm 
arguments  at  times,  hut  at  no  time  waa 
there  even  a  semblance  of  any  nearer 
agreement  tlian  that  expre.«sed  on  the 
first  ballot.  Twenty-four  ballots  were 
taken   altogether. 

"Fixed,"  Says  Wnyman. 
That  Pro.secutor  Wayman  was  keen- 
ly disappointed  at  the  outcome  of  the 
trial  was  evident  both  from  his  man- 
ner and  Ills  words.  He  had  announced 
beforehand  that  In  case  of  a  mistrial 
he  would  take  Immediate  steps  for  a 
rehearing  ot  the  case,  but  when  the 
foreman  reported  that  It  seemed  Impos- 
sible for  the  twelve  men  to  agree,  Mr.

Fire  this  morning,  completely  wiped 
out  the  home  of  Fred  Fr.iser,  a  long- 
shoreman, residing  at  312  South  Fifty- 
eighth  avenue  west,  the  members  of 
tlie  family  escaping  from  the  burning 
house  In  their  night  clothes.  The  blaze 
also  destroyed  the  roof  and  burned 
a  portion  of  the  siding  on  the  adjoin- 
ing building,  at  310  South  Fifty-eighth 
avenue    we.st.    and    occupied    by    Frank 

Baudin. 

The  origin  of  the  fire  Is  a  mystery, 
the  blaze  having  started  in  the  front 
of  the  building,  presumably  on  the 
porch.  Tlie  frame  house  was  as  dry  as 
tinder  and  once  afire,  the  structure 
burned  like  a  pile  of  straw.  The  blaze 
had  a  go(*d  start  when  it  was  first 
noticed. 

The  attention  of  the  members  of  the 
family  of  Louis  L.  Burton,  living  at 
213  youth  Fifty-eighth  avenue  west, 
was  atracted  by  the  smoke  which  was 
smouldering  in  the  front  of  the  build- 
ing and  after  notifying  the  fire  de- 
partment, they  helped  the  family  es- 
cape from  the  house.  Nothing  of  any 
value  was  saved  from  the  burning 
building. 

When  the  fire  department  arrived, 
the  blaze  had  gained  considerable  head- 
way and  the  fire-fighters  from  No.  8 
ncountered  much  dlfficutly  In  prevent- 
ing the  flames  from  spreading  to  ad- 
joining property.

The  new  invention  is  a  moulding  ma- 
chine, so  de.slgned  that  the  raising  of 
the  forms  for  tho  concrete  walls  may 
be  accomplished  with  much  greater 
speed  and  less  difficulty  than  by  the 
present  methods  employed.

WAYS  OF  THE  PHALAROPES. 

In  This  Bird  Family  the  Male  Sits 
on  the  Nest  and  Hatches  the  Brood. 

Toronto  Globe:  Whether  years  are 
bringing  changes  in  the  ways  of  the 
birds  or  their  habits  are  better  known 
and  more  carefully  observed  from  year 
to  year  there  is  a  growing  frequency 
In  the  reports  of  wanderings  from 
accustomed  routes  of  travel.  The 
northern  phalaropes.  familiar  along 
the  coast  In  their  migration  to  and 
from  their  remote  breeding  grounds,  do 
not  often  wander  Inland.  But  this  fall 
the  deceptive  expanse  of  the  great 
lake.=!  and  the  charms  of  the  Humber 
valley  brought  a  straggler  by  the  over- 
land  route 

The  phalaropes  are  peculiar  in  many- 
ways.  They  are  ploverlike  birds,  run- 
ning along  the  shore  or  standing  on 
masses  of  weeds  gathering  a  supply 
of  minute  Insects.  But  Instead  of  the 
slender  feet  of  the  plover  and  sand- 
pipers they  have  lobed  toes  that  ren- 
der them  expert  swimmers.  They 
seem  almost  ridiculously  small  and  in- 
significant when  swimming  courage- 
ously   over    the    waves    in    a    breaking 

surf.       »  ... 

In  domestic  affairs  tne  phalaropes 
have  adopted  the  most  startling  of 
modern  Innovations,  and  If  they  ever 
establish  political  organizations  the 
chief  auestlon  will  be  as  to  the  wis- 
dom -iV  otherwise  of  extending  the 
franchise  to  males.  The  female  Is  the 
larg3r,  and  in  sumn  er  wears  a  gay 
costume  of  black,  white  and  buff,  with 
a    reddish    brown    gorget. 

In  this  she  sports  about  on  the  shore 
of  h^^r  arctic  summer  resort,  wTille  her 
insignificant  partner,  in  sombre  plum- 
age, sits  on  the  nest,  hatclies  out  the 
brood  and  attends  faithfully  to  the 
duties  of  his  appointed  sphere.  Hav- 
ing the  more  Important  duties  to  dis- 
charge, he  Is  naturally  less  consequen- 
tial than  his  gay  and  proudly  satis- 
fied partner.  Some  day  there  may  be 
a  suffragette  movement  among  the 
male  phalaropes,  but  so  far  they  have 
been  content  to  do  their  duty  as  they 
are  directed  by  the  heads  of  their  re- 
spective   households. 

When  the  period  of  domestic  life  Is 
over  they  venture  almost  to  assert 
themselves  and  assume  a  place  In  the 
mixed  flocks.  The  heads  of  the  several 
households  have  then  left  off  their 
gay  plumage  and  the  natural  disparity 
Is.  not  so  apparent-  On  the  southward 
journey  there  may  be  a  passing  recog. 
nltlon  of  something  approaching 
equality,  for  travel  and  contact  with 
strange  habits  and  unfamiliar  views 
of  life  may  have  Its  effect,  even  in  the 
lofty  night  flights  and  the  days  of 
loitering  recuperation. 


Washington,  June  29. — In  fixing  the 
rates  to  Spokane  In  its  railroad  rate 
decisions  today,  the  Inter  jtate  com- 
merce commission  did  not  use  the 
rates  to  Seattle  as  a  standard,  but  ad- 
justed the  rates  to  Spokane  upon  what 
it  considered  to  be  a  reasonable  basis, 
taking  into  account  that  water  compe- 
tition at  Spokane  was  net  material.

"Joint  through  rates — both  class  and 
commodity — should  be  established  from 
defined  territories  east  of  Chicago  to 
Spokane. 

"Where  joint  through  rates  do  not 
now  exist  from  points  east  of  Chicago 
upon  certain  lines  to  P^okane.  the  com- 
mission finds  that  there  is  no  reason- 
able and  satisfactory  through  route  an'd 
that  such  through  routes  and  joint 
rates  ought  to  be  established. 

l..ower  From'  River  Fointsi. 
"Both      class     and     commodity      rates 
should    be    slightly    lower    from    Missis- 
sippi river  points  to  Spokane  than  from 
Chicago  points." 

In    the   Spokane   opinion   It    was   also 

1  held    that   the   rates   to    BaV  er   City,    La 

i  Grande.      Pendleton.      Or.,      and      Walla 

Walla,  Wash.,   were  excessive  in   so  far 

as   they   exceed   the   new    rates   fixed   to 

Spokane. 

In     order    to    protect     w  th    caution, 
the  commission  determined  before  mak- 
ing a  final  order  to  a.scerta  n  by  an  ac- 
tual test   the  result  of   the  present  and 
I  proposed  new  rates.     The  t>arriers  will 
'  be  required,  therefore,   for  .uly.  August 
and   September,   to   keep   a   detailed  ac- 
count, showing  the  revenu<!.s  which  ac- 
crue   upon     business    actually     handled 
under    present    rates    and    the    revenues 
which    would    have    accrued      had      the 
rates     prescribed     by     the     commission 
been    in    effect. 

roBdeinnM  Nevada  ;ttate«. 
In  the  .Southern  Pacific-Nevada  case 
the  commission  condemns  the  existing 
westbound  class  rates  fi  om  Eastern 
points  to  Nevada,  as  the  "higbest 
main  line  rates  in  the  Urited  States." 
For  carrving  a  carload  of  first-class 
traffic  containing  20.000  jounds  from 
Omaha  to  Reno,  the  Union  and  South- 
ern Pacific  lines  charge  5S58.  If  the 
same  carload  goes  154   mllss  further  to 


Sacramento,  the  charge  Is  only  $600. 
If  the  same  carload  of  freight  origin- 
ated at  Denver.  500  miles  west  of 
Omaha,  the  same  rates  to  Reno  and 
Sacramento  apply:  and  if  the  freight 
originates  at  Boston.  1,700  miles  east  of 
Omaha,   the  rates  are   the   same. 

It  is  significant,  says  the  opinion, 
that  the  lines  out  of  Ogden.  Utah,  re- 
ceive exactly  the  same  divisions  out 
of  the  .so-called  "water  compelled" 
rates  to  Pacific  coast  terminal  points 
as  they  received  out  of  the  vastly 
higher "  rates  to  Nevada  points,  "the 
entire  difference  being  appropriated 
by   the   Southern    Pacific   company."

HEAVY  TRAVEL  ON 
THE  RAILROADS 

Warm    Weather   Stimulates 
Instead  of  Retarding  Pas- 
senger Business. 

Despite  the  torrid  weather,  -which 
one  would  think  would  make  travel- 
ing a  torture,  railroads  at  the  Head 
of  the  Lakes  are  reported  to  be  en- 
joying a  prosperous  passenger  travel 
at  the  present  time. 

According  to  reports  here,  there  is  a 
very  heavy  passenger  travel  to  the 
East,  because  of  the  many  excursions. 
Also,  it  is  reported  that  the  travel  be- 
tween Duluth  and  St.  I'aul  is  very 
heavy  at  the  present  time. 

The  freight  officials  of  the  different 
Duluth  roads  rtport  Just  the  opposite 
conditions.  It  Is  stated  that  the  roads 
are  waiting  now  for  the  government 
report  on  the  freight  rate  situation. 
There  Is  comparatively  little  freight 
being  moved  by  the  roads  at  the  Head 
of  the  Lakes  at   the  present  time. 

This  is  the  dull  time  for  freight 
traffic  and  the  shipments  are  unusually 
light  even  for  a  dull  time  of  the 
year. 

The  passenger  travel  from  Canada 
via  the  Duluth  gateway  continues 
heavy.  Today  forty  Engllsli  and 
Russian  immigrants,  who  came  to 
Canada  by  tlie  Quebec  steamship 
route,  and  were  carried  to  Chicago 
over  tiie  Grand  Trunk,  and  from  Chl- 
(ago  to  this  city  over  the  Northwest- 
ern, reached  the  city.  These  immi- 
grants are  on  their  way  to  Winnipeg; 
from  that  point  they  will  be  distributed 
to  the  different  agricultural  sections  of 
Manitoba  and  other  provinces.  Sixty 
more  immigrants  are  due  to  arrive  here 
tomorrow.

Colored  Men  Anxious  to  Get 

to  Reno  for  Big 

Fight. 

Every  Duluth  railroad  has  on  file  a 
number  of  applications  from  colored 
citizens,  some  wltli  railroad  experience 
and  others  with  no  experience  gained 
on  the  rumbling  rail,  who  desire  to 
witness  the  big  fight  between  Mittah 
Jack  Johnson  and   Mr.  Jeff. 

There  is  a  fervent  desire  among  the 
citizens  of  darker  hue  to  see  this  fight. 
To  a  man  they  harbor  the  opinion  that 
Mifctah  Johnson  will  be  returned  tlie 
Winner  in  the  fight  of  a  century.  To 
witness  the  flght  has  become  to  be  an 
obsession  with  many  of  the  dark 
sports.  They  have  turned  with  hope 
in   their  eyes   to   the   railroads. 

Many  applications  have  been  received 
from  colored  men  who  wish  to  do  por- 
ter service.  Otliers  would  like  to  try 
their  hands  at  cooking  between  Duluth 
and  Reno.  Others  have  asked  that  they 
might  be  employed  as  waiters  on  any 
train  that  was  going  anywhere  in  the 
general  direction  of  the  divorce  sec- 
tion   of    the    country. 

Before  the-  fight  was  switched  from 
San  Francisco  to  Reno,  several  special 
trains  from  this  section  of  the  country 
were  planned.  The  switching  of  the 
scene  of  the  fight,  lias  resulted  in  the 
abandonment  of  the  plans  for  practic- 
ally all  of  the  special  trains,  with  the 
result  that  many  of  the  dark  citizens 
of  this  city  who  had  gleefully  counted 
on  seeing  the  encounter,  have  given  up 
the  hope  with  despair  of  a  hue  ma^tch- 
ing   their   complexion. 

Railroad  men  say  that  every  Pull- 
man porter  who  gets  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  scene  of  the  fight,  is  likely  to  leave 
his  job.

— Support- 
ing the  contention  of  t'he  millers  that 
the  bleaching  of  flour  does  not  injure 
the  digestibility  or  bread-making  qual- 
ities of  the  product,  several  witnesses 
testified  at  the  bleached  flour  trial  in 
tlie  federal   court    here    today. 

Any  nitrites  taken  into  the  body 
through  the  eating  of  bread  made 
from  Pleached  flour  are  easily  thrown 
oft  by  urea,  an  agent  found  in  all  parts 
of  the  body,  accordin  gto  testimony 
given  by  L>r.  Altert  W.  Rockwood. 
professor  of  toxicology  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Iowa.  Tnis  testimony  was  in 
direct  opposition  to  that  previously 
made    by  experts  for    the   governnWnt. 

i»r.  Rockwood  said  he  had  taken 
eight  grains  of  sodium  nitrite  in  two- 
grain  doses  and  had  experienced  no 
ill   effects    from   It.

VEAL  SHIPPERS 
MORE  CAREFUL 

Wholesale  Condemnation  of 

Meat  Is  Having  Salutary 

Effect. 

Veal  shippers  have  evidently  de- 
cided to  be  more  careful.  Out  of  forty 
carcasses  received  by  express  In  the 
city  today  not  one  was  found  which 
had  to  be  condemned.  All  of  them 
were  cold,  showing  that  they  had  been 
properly    cared    for    in    transit. 

Thus  far  this  month  over  5.000 
pounds  of  meat,  mostly  veal,  has  been 
ordered  destroyed  because  it  was  good 
for -nothing  but  fertilizer.  The  amount 
is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
health  department  for  any  one  month. 
It  is  greater  for  the  single  month  than 
the  combined  quantities  which  were 
condemned    all    last    year.

Ills  nerves  and  sometimes  on  his  con- 
science. He  then  sets  about  making 
the  v/ork  easier  and  devises  a  labor 
saving  scheme  that  allows  him  more 
leisure  for  employing  the  nooks  of 
New  York's  red  ink  Bohemia,  says  the 
New   York   Sun. 

One  man  so  afllcted  has  placed  his 
name  high  on  the  scroll  of  cheap  fiction 
by  conducting  a  literary  sweatshop  in 
the  bosom  of  his  family.  The  plan 
was  simplicity  itself  owing  to  the  kind 
of  story  he   was  writing  at  the  time. 

He  was  engaged  on  a  series  of  In- 
dian novels  that  appeared  weekly  with 
the  same  principal  characters,  a  cou- 
ple of  hunters  and  trappers.  At  the 
opening  of  each  story  these  person- 
ages would  be  chasing  bandits  or 
other  varmints  of  the  plains,  and  at 
every  other  chapter  the  author  brought 
■them  to  a  standstill  before  a  campflre 
where  one  of  the  hunters  entertained 
his  companion  with  a  long  yarn  that 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  story  itself. 
These  yarns  were  copied  verbatim  from 
a  file  of  old  clippings  by  his  wife  and 
mother-in-law  on  extra  machines  rent- 
ed for  the  occasion  while  he  wrote  the 
main  part  of  the  narrative  on  his  own 
typewriter.  This  ingenious  plan  re- 
duced his  labor  fully  one-half,  and  he 
had  the  additional  satisfaction  of  mak- 
ing his  mother-in-law  work  for  her 
k^p. 

Another  weary  author's  scheme  for 
lessening  the  labors  of  writing  took  a 
different  turn.  In  his  yellowbacks  every 
sentence  was  paragraphed.  This  'en- 
abled him  to  fill  the  regular  quota  of 
measured  text  when  the  story  was 
actually    one-third    short. 

He  was  told  not  to  do  it  any  more, 
but  still  he  was  equal  to  the  emer- 
gency. The  next  time  he  introduced  a 
stuttering  character,  whose  talk  spread 
over   pretty   much    the  whole  novel. 

The  stammering  individual  always 
took  so  long  to  say  what  was  on  his 
mind  that  one  day  when  talking  in- the 
woods  to  a  lost  companion  and  walk- 
ing In  a  circle,  as  people  generally  do 
under  such  circumstances,  he  finally 
came  back  to  the  starting  place  and 
ran  into  the  first  words  he  had  said. 
This  startled  him  so  that  he  stuttered 
more  than  ever  for  the  next  few 
pages,  and  the  author  was  told  to 
hang,  shoot,  stab  or  drown  the  char- 
acter In  the  next  issue  under  penalty 
of   losing   his   job. 

The  most  imaginative  among  dime 
novel  writers  do  not  always  depend 
upon  their  own  originality  for  plots 
and  Incidents.  It  is  not  uncommon  for 
these  men  to  use  as  material  clippings 
from  magazines  and  newspapers.  One 
author  in  particular  cuts  out  all  the 
accounts  of  funny  things  occurring  'n 
the  police  courts  and  works  them  up 
as  a  kind  of  comic  relief  against  a 
dark  background  of  crime  and  cussed- 
ness.  Every  irascible  person  ('f  pro- 
nounced eccentricities  who  ever  went 
before  a  city  magistrate  in  New  York 
with  an  absurd  complaint  against  his 
neighbor  during  the  last  five  years  and 
got  himself  written  up  for  the  amuse- 
ment of  newspaper  readers  has  fur- 
nished material  for  some  spirited  scene 
in  this  author's   dime  novels.

A  glance  at  the  sec- 
ond chapter  nhowed  the  funny  man 
that  his  friend  had  completely  ignored 
the  events  in  ll  e  first  part  of  the 
story,  introduced  a  new  set  of  charac- 
ter and  left  the  hero  still  hanging  over 
the  cliff,  waiting  to  be  rescued  by  \\\a 
creator! 


NEW    OATH    IN    ENGLAND. 

Law  Journal:  If  the  oaths  bill  is 
passed — and  it  hiis  obtained  a  second 
reading  in  the  hoiise  of  lords — "kissing 
the  Book,"  the  pjesent  Insanitary  and 
undignified  form  of  oath  taking,  will 
practically  becomo  a  thing  of  the  past. 
Every  witness  will  be  sworn  with  his 
hand  uplifted,  unless  he  voluntarily 
obects  to  being  sworn  In  that  fashion 
or  is  physically  incapable  of  so  taking 
the  oath. 

The  witnesses  who  will  avail  them- 
selves of  their  option  to  "kl.ss  the 
Rook"  will  be  even  less  numerous  than 
tho.se  who  have  been  accustomed  to 
exercise    their    right   to    be   sworn    with 


uplifted  hand.  The  right  has  not  been 
exercised,  our  contemporary  adds,  be- 
cause the  majority  of  witnesses,  how- 
ever great  their  dislike  to  the  insan- 
itary oath,  have  been  unwilling  to 
make  themselves  conspicuous  in  a  court 
of  ustice  by  making  an  unusual  re- 
quest. 

With  t  e  abolition  of  "kissing  the 
Book"  in  England  the  insanitary  o.atlj 
will  practically  disappear  from  the  civ- 
ilized world.  In  France  the  Judge  says: 
•'You  swear  to  tell  the  truth,  tlie  whole 
truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth?"  and 
the  witness,  lifting  up  his  right  hand, 
answers,  "I  swear."  In  .^u.^tria  the 
witness  says,  with  uplifted  hand,  "I 
swear  bv  God,  the  Almighty  and  All 
Wise,  that  I  will  speak  the  truth,  the 
pure  and  full  truth  and  notlilng  but 
the  truth,  and  answer  to  anything 
I  may  he  asked  by  the  court."  Where 
the  Bible  has  its  appointed  place  in  the 
ceremony  It  is  touched  by  the  hand,  and 
not   held  to  the  lips. 

In  Italy  the  witness,  placing  his  hand 
upon  an  open  Bible,  says:  "I  swear  to 
tell  the  truth,  the  whole  trutli  and 
nothing  but  the  truth."  In  Spain  the 
ceremony  is  similar,  though  rather 
more  elaborate.  Even  among  less  civ- 
ilized peoples  the  ceremony  of  oath 
taking  Is  destitute  of  the  kiss.  A  Mo- 
hammedan witness,  holding  the  Koran 
In  his  right  hand,  bends  down  until 
his  foreliead  touches  the  sacred  volume. 
Breaking  a  saucer  is  one  method  with 
the  Chinese,  slicing  off  a  fowl's  head 
another,  blowing  out  a  lighted  candle 
a  third  all  representing,  of  course, 
the  awful  fate  that  awaits  the  Chinese 
witness  who   does  not  tell  the  truth.

For  tt.e  first  time  since  the  pres- 
ent hot  spell  began,  the  night  was  too 
hot   for   comfort. 

The  mercury  did  not  get  below  73 
dt-g.  last  night,  which  came  within  1 
deg.  of  being  a  new  record.  In  July. 
1901,  there  was  one  night  when  the 
thermometer  did  not  get  below  7  4,  and 
this  Isolds  the  record  or"  being  the  hot- 
test   night    in    Duluth. 

The  usual  cool  breeze  failed  la.^t 
night.  L>u;uthlans.  unaccustomed  to 
the  oppressive  heat,  vainly  sought  re- 
lief tliroughout  the  night,  and  awoke 
this  morning  to  another  "scorcher." 
The  sun  continued  to  bt-at  down  re- 
lentlessly throughout  tlie  morning,  and 
the  mercurv  again  began  its  climb, 
reaching  »0  deg.  at  11  o'clock.  A 
breez'.?  sent  it  down  2  dt-g.  at  noon,  and 
at  1  p.  m.  it  was  back  to  Do.  The  high- 
est temperature  reached  yesterday  was 
97  dfg..   between   ^  and  4   o'clock. 

r<own  on  Park  Point  it  was  cool  last 
evening.  There  was  a  light  breeze,

or  no  precipitation  has  occurred  since 
the  first  date  given,  except  for  scat- 
tered  showers   over    the   district. 

The  present  hot  wave  compares 
closely  with  that  of  July,  1901.  when 
temperatures  of  90  deg.  or  higher  oc- 
curred on  five  days.  In  June  this  year, 
however,  the  weather  has  been  far 
drier  than  during  July.  1901,  and  the 
temperature  this  June  will  have  reached 
90  on  more  days  than  in  that  July. 

Maximum  temperatures  this  month 
have  been:  June  14,  90;  21.  90;  22.  94; 
J7.  94;  28,  97;  29.  93.  The  previous 
record  for  June  was  92  deg..  on  the 
28th.    1883. 

Without  a  doubt  this  is  the  worst 
dought  on  record  at  the  Head  of  the 
Lakes,  occurring,  as  It  does,  at  a  time 
of  the  year  when  rain  Is  so  necessary 
for  the  starting  and  growth  of  crops. 
This  is  a  condition  almost  unprece- 
dented, as  at  this  time  of  the  year  the 
lainfall  is  nearly  always  more  than 
ample.  The  drought  season  vwhen  it 
does  occur,  which  is  seldom)  Is  usually 
confined  to  the  autumn  months  or  dur- 
ing the  late  harvest  season,  and  then, 
as  a  rule,  affects  only  tlie  pastures, 
which  later  revive. 

I>umiiluK  I'u"  Capacity. 

As  to  the  water  supply  situation,  the 
records  of  the  water  and  light  commis- 
sion show  that  the  pumping  station  13 
being  called  upon  to  work  at  practi- 
cally full  capacity  to  meet  the  demands 
being  made  upon  it.

The 
pump  must  shut  down  for  an  hour  or 
two,  aud  if  the  consumption  of  water 
continues  to  increase  on  the  same  sc;f-»e 
as  it  has  in  the  days  of  the  present  hot 
spell  a  serious  condition  will  result.

In  June 
last  year  the  amount  pumped  ranged, 
the  month  througii.  from  j,»>G0.0OO  gal- 
lons on  the  first  day  to  6.820,000  on  the 
last.

BIG  REDUCTIONS  IN 

FREIGHT  RATES  ARE 
MADE  BY  COMMISSION 


(Continued  from  page  1.) 

sissippi  river  transfers,  and  all  of  the 
reductions  ordered  by  the  commission 
affected  the  rates  from  Mississippi  river 
and  Missouri  transfer  points  to  Pacific 
coast  terminals  and  intermountaln  ter- 
ritorial   points. 

The  decision  of  the  commission  in 
the  case  of  the  city  of  Spokane  against 
the  Northern  Pacific  and  Great  North- 
ern railroad  companies  and  other  car- 
riers held  that  the  earnings  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  Great  Northern 
for  the  ten  years  preceding  1908  "might 
fairly  be  termed  excessive,  and  that  re- 
ductions In  revenues  might,  therefore, 
be  made  without  violating  the  con- 
stitutional   rights  of  those   companies." 

"Having  determined  that  question,  we 
did  not  make  reductions  in  rates  to 
Spokane  because  these  revenues  were 
cxres.slve  or  to  reduce  the  r!?venue«i. 
but  we  held  the  rates  to  Spokane  to  be 
unreasonable. 

Founded    on    Mi.sMtateinentM. 

"The  sciieine  of  rates  proposed  by 
the  Groat  Northern  and  the  Northern 
Pacific  for  transportation  of  traffic 
from  St.  Paul  and  Chicago  to  Spokane, 
made  by  taking  75  per  cent  of  the 
terminal  rates,  is  founded  upon  facts 
vvhicli  do  not  exist  and  is  consructed 
upon  a  theory  which  cannot  be  ap- 
proved   by    the    commission." 

The  ratf.s  established  for  the  future 
are  materially  lower — approximately 
20  i>er  cent  on  both  classes  and  com- 
modities— but  they  will  not  be  effect- 
ive  Immediately.

Nye  Is  In  a  very  whirlwind  of  explan- 
ations. He  explains  that  he  Is  just  as 
progressive  as  anybody  and  that  his 
"Uncle  Joe"  speech  has  been  woefully 
misinterpreted. 

Mr.  Nye,  who  represents  Minneapo- 
lis, more  or  less,  speaking  of  his  lau- 
datory remarks  about  the  speaker, 
said: 

"It  was  rather  a  charitable  speech 
than  a  defense  or  a  eulogy,  and  the 
purpose  of  the  speech,  as  a  whole,  was 
for  solidifying  the  Republican  organ- 
ization in  its  work  for  results,  and  to 
deprecate  quarreling.  'Judge  not,  that 
ye  be  not  judged,'  was  really  the  text 
of  what  I  had  to  say.  and  I  tried  to 
show  that  though  I  had  voted  against 
Mr.  Cannon  myself,  I  was  willing  to 
concede  his  good  points.  He  is^not  the 
worst  man  •  in  the  world,  and  some 
good  things  can  be  said  ab^ut  him. 
1  can  see,  and  I  could  see  then,  that 
from  a  political  standpoint  it  was.  per- 
haps. Impolitic.  It  was  just  an  off- 
hand speech,  but  I  would  be  glad  if 
every  one  would  read  the  whole  speech 
carefully  before  judging  of  It.  It  was 
well  received  in  the  house,  and  eeemcil 
to  meet  with  general  approval  among 
Republicans.  Of  course  the  Democrats 
felt    that    It    was    rather   partisan.  " 

Mr.  Nye  professes  to  see  no  danger 
to  his  candidacy  in  the  organization  of 
a  progressive  league  to  further  the 
candidacy  of  W.  D.  Washburn  for  the 
Republican  nomination.

"I  shall  not  file  for  the  office  until 
I  am  satisfied  It  is  a  general  wish 
among  Democrats  that  I  be  a  candi- 
date. I  have  always  taken  an  active 
interest  In  politics,  but  I  have  been 
slow  to  get  in  for  myself.  When  I 
once  get  in,  though,  I  try  to  make 
things  Interesting." 

Thomas  P.  L»wyer  and  John  H.  Long 
also  are  prospective  candidates  for 
the  Democratic  nomination  in  the 
Fifth  district,  and  because  of  the 
probability  that  the  Democratic  oppon- 
ent of  whoever  may  be  nominated  by 
tlie  Republicans  will  be  the  victor,  it 
Is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  lively 
fight  at  the  primaries.

SAYS  HGHT 
IS  All  OVER 

Oklahoman  Tells   of  Battle 

for  Site  of  State 

CapitoL 

How  Oklahoma  City   Plans 

to  Raise  Money  for 

Building. 


N.  S.  Sherman  of  Oklahoma  City, 
who  is  Interested  in  a  foundry  and  ma- 
chinery plant  at  that  place,  has  been 
in  the  city,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Sher- 
ntan,  for  several  days,  a  guest  at  tlie 
Spalding  hotel. 

Mr.  Sherman  talks  very  interestingly 
of  the  recent  capital  removal  fight  in 
his  home  state  and  of  conditions  in 
general  In  the  state.  He  is  a  native 
of  Pennsylvania  and  lived  in  many 
different  cities  before  locating  In  Okla- 
homa. 

"The  capital  fight  is  over  now,  except 
for  such  litigation  as  may  be  carried 
on  In  the  courts,"  said  Mr.  Sherman. 
"It  Is  probable  thai  the  appeal  from 
the  federal  court  decision  in  favor  of 
Oklahoma  City  will  be  carried  to  the 
supreme  court,  but  the  result  is  a  fore- 
gone conclusion  and  the  capital  will 
remain  v/here  it  is  now. 

"When  Governor  Haskell  removed 
his  office  from  Guthrie  to  Oklahom.a 
City  he  established  himself  and  his 
staff  in  the  Lee  hotel,  and  from  there 
removed  to  what  Is  known  as  the  old 
hich  school  building,  which  Is  amply 
large  enough  to  accommodate  the  ex- 
ecutive departments,  except  for  a  f e  .v 
minor  offices.  This  building  will  con- 
tinue to  be  used  as  the  temporary 
capitol  until  the  new  one  Is  built. 
There  is  adequate  provision  for  meet- 
ings of  the  legislature. 

"At  Guthrie  the  state  offices  were 
scattered  about  town  wherever  place 
could  be  found  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  The  state  paid  }22,000  an- 
nually for  the  privilege  of  using  a 
hall  during  legislative  sessions.  The 
congressional  enabling  act  stipulated 
that  Guthrie  was  to  be  the  capital  un- 
til 1913,  and  the  people  of  the  state 
voted  to  reject  this  arrangement,  but 
nevertheless  the  president  signed  the 
bill.  Our  legislature  later  ordered  an 
election,  to  be  held  June  11,  to  vote  on 
the  question  of  the  permanent  location 
of  the  capital.  In  this  election  Okla- 
homa City  was  victorious  by  a  major- 
ity of  45,000.  Guthrie  was  fighting 
was  fighting  hard  for  the  prize,  and 
Shawnee  city  was  in  the  field,  more 
as  a  decoy  in  the  interests  of  (juthrle 
than  as  a  bona  fide  candidate.  Okla- 
homa City  has  four  trunk  lines  of  rail- 
road and  Gutnrie  and  Shawnee  but  one 
each. 

City  Must  Build  Capitol. 
"The  state  Constitution  provides  that 
the  city  which  is  selected  as  the 
permanent  capital  must  build  the 
capitol,  the  cost  of  which  is  not  to  be 
less  than  $1,500,000.  Oklahoma  City 
proposes  to  provide  the  building  fund 
by  deeding  to  the  state,  for  a  consil- 
eration  of  $1,  a  tract  of  land  2,000 
acres  la  extent,  to  be  platted  and  sold 
by  a  board  of  trustees.  When  $1,500,- 
000  has  been  realized  in  this  manner, 
what  remains  of  the  tract  will  be 
deeded   back   to  the   original   doners. 

"Oklahoma  City  Is  the  only  commun- 
ity In  the  state  that  can  do  this.  It 
has  done  It  before.  When  it  was  de- 
sired to  induce  the  Morris  Packing 
company  to  locate  there  a  bonus  of 
$500,000  was  raised  for  the  purpose  in 
an  hour  and  a  half.  Then  a  tract  of 
land  within  six  miles  of  the  business 
center  of  town  was  purchased  for 
$165,000.  Lots  were  sold,  and  after 
about  half  of  the  tract  had  been  dis- 
posed of  in  this  way  enough  money  had 
been  realized  to  pay  for  the  tract,  to 
supply  funds  for  the  bonus  and  to  de- 
posit a  balance  of  $168,000  to  the  credit 
of  the  treasury.  The  Schwarzschlld 
&  Sulzberger  Packing  company  has 
also  come  to  Oklahoma  City,  getting  a 
bonus  of  $300,000.  No  more  bonuses 
will  be  granted,  however.  We  don't 
need  to  follow  that  course  any  more. 
The  packing  plants  are  now  being 
built,  and  the  Morris  plant  is  just 
about    completed." 

Mr.  Sherman's  boosting  proclivities 
are  always  in  evidence,  and  he  told 
with  pride  of  his  city's  growth.  Ten 
years  ago  Oklahoma  City  had  a  popula- 
tion not  greater  than  10,000;  now  it  Is 
about  26,000,  and  Mr.  Sherman  has  no 
doubt  that  the  destiny  of  the  city  Is 
the  most  magnificent  of  any  In  the 
Southwest. 

Will  Be  Repiibllonn. 
Speaking  of  political  conditions  In 
the  state,  Mr.  Sherman  declared  it  to 
be  his  belief  that  Oklahoma  is  likely 
to  go  Republican  this  year,  because 
the  people  of  the  state  are  dissatisfied 
with  the  way  things  have  been 
Iiandled. 

"A  great  many  people  are  coming 
Into  the  state,  and  especially  to  the 
cities  from  the  East  and  North,"  said 
Mr.  Sherman.  "Every  part  of  the  na- 
tion is  represented  in  the  population 
of  Oklahoma,  and  nearly  every  state  Is 
represejited  in  Oklahoma  by  a  state 
society.  The  Pennsylvania  society  has 
a   membership   of   400. 

"I  believe  the  people  will  vote  this 
fall  to  knock  out  the  prohibition 
clause    in    the    constitution.      Certainly

it  should  be  done.  Existing  conditions 
are  simply  awful,  and  the  counties  have 
been  put  to  tremendous  expense  in  the 
prosecution  of  bootleggers.  Indeed,  so 
heavy  did  the  burden  upon  them  be- 
come that  they  were  forced  by  fear  of 
bankruptcy  to  leave  the  enforcement 
of  that  law  to  the  state  enforcement 
officers,  who  now  are  especially 
charged  with  the  work. 

"The  criticism  has  been  made,  and 
apparently  not  without  foundation, 
that  this  system  has  resulted  in  cor- 
ruption of  enforcement  officers.  Un- 
der the  law  the  officials  responsible 
for  the  conviction  of  a  bootlegger  are 
entitled  to  a  reward  of  a  half  the  value 
of  the  goods  seized,  but  where  the 
traders  In  contraband  make  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  grafting  official, 
seizures  are  few.  It  is  a  fact  that 
some  of  the  Joints  operated  In  the 
cities  of  Oklahoma  have  never  been 
'pulled.'  Everyone  knows  they  are  be- 
ing operated.  There  must  be  a  rea- 
son for  their  Immunity  from  prosecu- 
tion. But  even  when  the  law-breakers 
are  prosecuted,  the  result  Is  not  aban- 
donment of  the  business.  It  is  simply 
one  of  the  fortunes  of  war;  merely  an 
incident,  and  the  dealer  Is  soon  back 
In   the  business. 

"Of  my  own  knowledge  I  can  say 
that  more  intoxicated  men  are  seen  on 
the  streets,  especially  on  Sundays, 
than  were  ever  seen  before  prohibi- 
tion went  Into  effect. 

"The  Republicans  of  Oklahoma  re- 
fused to  put  a  prohibition  plank  in 
their    [datform;    the    Democrats    did    It. 

"Politically,  the  negro  of  the  South- 
west Is  an  unknown  quantity,  to  the 
extent,  at  least,  that  you  can  never 
tell  where  he  stands.  Election  time 
is  the  onlv  time  in  the  year  when  he 
really  believes  that  he  amounts  to 
something,  and  he  makes  the  most  of 
it — and  out  of  It.  I  know  the  negro 
pretty  well.  I  served  on  the  Republi- 
can state  committee  in  Texas  years  ago 
and  got  well  acquainted  with  his 
wiles. 

"Labor  In  the  Southwest  necessarily 
is  largely  colored  labor,  and  I  am  a 
large  employer.  I  have  never  been 
able  to  influence  the  negroes  in  my 
employ  to  vote  as  they  should  for 
their  own  good.  It  Is  a  mistake  to 
think  that  the  Republican  part  of  that 
region  is  composed  almost  exclusively 
of  negroes.  There  are  just  as  many 
Democratic  voters  as  there  are  Repub- 
lican  in   that  race. 

"In  my  opinion  this  fall  will  see  an 
equal  partisan  division  in  the  state, 
with    the    Republicans   a   bit   stronger.

Rockefeller  Grand  Jury  Makes 

Report  in  New  York 

City. 

New  York,  June  29.— New  York  City 
and  the  rest  of  America  were  acquit- 
ted yesterday  of  the  charge  that  an 
organized  trade  in  "white  slaves"  ex- 
isted with  headquarters  In  New  York 
City.  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  as  fore- 
man, handed  In  its  report  after  six 
months  of  Investigation,  holding  that 
there  Is  no  organized  trade  in  women. 
In  other  words,  the  "white  slave  traf- 
fic" Is  myth.  .    ,      ,  ^. 

The  report  as  presented  does  not 
seek  to  deny  that  vice  flourishes,  and 
recommends  laws  for  its  curbing.  Chief 
among  the  recommendations  are  the 
following:  ^  .      ^  . 

"That  moving  picture  shows  tend  to 
create  evil  in  the  minds  of  children  and 
should  be  most  rigidly  Inspected. 

"That  125  'massage'  and  'manicure' 
parlors  are  nothing  more  than  disor- 
derly houses,  and  should  be  subject  to 
rigid  regulations.  ^      ,.      ».  , 

"That  a  crusade  should  be  made 
against   consorts   of   street   women. 

"That  there  should  be  a  better  super- 
vision of  Raines  law  hotels. 

Wants  Civic  ComniUiiloB. 

"That  the  tenement  house  laws 
should  be  revised  and  that  the  mayor 
appoint  a  commission  to  study  social 
evils  In  this  and  other  countries. 

The   report   says   In    part: 

"While  we  have  found  no  evidence 
of  any  organization,  incorporated  or 
otherwise,  engaged  in  the  traffic  of 
women,  nor  have  we  found  evidence  of 
an  organized  traffic  in  women  for  Im- 
moral purposes.  It  appears,  on  the 
other  hand,  from  Indictments  found  by 
us  and  from  the  testimony  of  witnesses 
that  a  trafficking  in  the  bodies  of 
women  does  exist,  and  is  carried  on  by 
individuals  acting  for  their  own  Indi- 
vidual benefit,  and  that  these  persons 
are  known  to  each  other  and  are  more 
or  less   informally  associated.

"We  have  also  found  that  associa- 
tions and  clubs  composed  mainly  or 
wholly  of  those  profiting  from  this 
vice  nave  existed  and  that  one  such 
organization  still  exists.  Thaee  asso- 
ciations and  clubs  are  analogous  to 
commercial  bodies  in  other  fields 
which,  while  not  directly  engaged  in 
commerce,  are  composed  of  Individuals 
all  of  whom  as  Individuals  are  so  en- 
gaged.

HOTEL  AT  FALLS. 

President  Backus  of  Power  Com 
pany  Plans  Fine  Structnre. 

International  Falls,  Minn.,  June  28. 
—(Special  to  The  Herald.) — During 
the  visit  of  President  Backus  of  the 
power  company  it' was  decided  to  build 
a  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
skilled  labor  and  office  force  of  the 
paper  mills,  and  plans  have  already 
been  prepared  for  the  same  by  H. 
Stubee,  the  local  architect.  The  latter 
call  for  an  imposing  structure,  the 
two  wings  of  which  will  each  be  three 
stories  In  height,  with  a  connecting 
part  at  the  rear  which  will  be  but  one 
story  high.  The  building  will  contain 
practically  seventy-flve  rooms,  will  be 
of  frame,  with  basement,  heating 
plant  and  all  modern  conveniences.  It 
will  be  constructed  by  the  Interna- 
tional Improvement  association  and 
will  be  operated  by  a  first-class  hotel 
man  under  contract  to  care  for  the 
employes  of  the  company  at  the  very 
lowest  possible  cost. 

One  wing  of  the  building  will  be 
30x88  feet  in  size,  three  stories  high, 
and  will  contain  the  office,  writing  and 
reading  rooms,  and  bedrooms,  while 
the  Tipper  stories  will  be  occupied  as 
bedrooms.  There  will  be  lavatories 
and  baths  on  each  floof. 

An  annex  30x40  feet,  three  stories 
in  height,  will  parallel -the  main  build- 
ing and  will  contain  the  prl\-ate  apart- 
ments of  the  people  in  charge  of  the 
house,  while  the  upper  stories  will  be 
used  for  bedrooms  for  the  stenog- 
raphers and  other  young  ladies  who 
will  be  employed  in  the  mill  offices. 
The  annex  will  also  be  provided  with 
parlors  and  bath  for  the  young  ladies.

THE  NORTHWEST  AND  THE  CROP. 

There  is  no  occasion  for  any  undue  excitement  about 
the  crop  outlook  in  the  Northwest. 

It  is  true  that  conditions  are  disappointing.  A  month 
ago  the  outlook  was  for  a  bumper  crop,  and  now  no 
bumper  crop  is  possible.  Damage  has  been  done,  and 
unless  general  rains  come  more  damage  will  be  done. 

But  on  the  whole  it  is  safe  to  take  it  for  granted 
that  the  reports  of  crop  damage  are  exaggerated.  They 
usually  are,  and  the  tendency  now  seems  to  be  to 
take  the  worst  reports  as  typical  of  the  whole  situation. 
In  large  areas,  however,  there  has  been  rain;  in  only 
a  few  sections  has  there  been  none  at  all. 

It  is  a  pity  indeed  that  the  fair  prospects  of  a  month 
ago  should  have  been  blighted;  but  that  is  no  reason 
why  everybody  should  rush  to  steep  his  spirits  in  inky 
pessimism. 

A  good  deal  of  the  present  dismay  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  people  are  contrasting  the  present  outlook 
with  the  extraordinarily  promising  outlook  in  view  a 
month  ago,  instead  of  with  the  average. 

But  even  if  the  condition  is  as  black  as  some  folks 
paint  it,  there  is  one  very  important  thing  to  remember: 
if  there  should  be  a  complete  crop  failure— which  is 
absurd— the  Northwest  never  in  all  its  history  was  in 
such  a  good  position  to  stand  the  reverse. 

Whatever  this  crop  year  develops,  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  it  follows  seven  or  eight  straight  years 
of  bumper  crops  marketed  at  high  prices.  That  is  a 
longer  period  of  uninterrupted  prosperity  than  the  North- 
west ever  experienced  before,  and  it  brought  more 
money  into  the  Northwest  than  it  ever  saw  before. 
Some  of  that  money  is  spent,  no  doubt,  but  on  the 
whole  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  fatness  yielded 
by  eight  good  years  is  stored  up  as  a  reserve  against 
possible  reverses. 

In  the  old  days  farmers  used  to  count  upon  bac^ 
years  as  inevitable,  and  they  held  themselves  fortunate 
if  there  were  as  many  good  years  as  there  were  bad. 
Nobody  expects  that  every  year  will  be  a  top-notcher 
for  yield  and  profit,  and  one  bad  year  in  eight  is  doing 
pretty  well. 

It  is  a  pity  that  any  damage  at  all  has  been  done. 
The  situation  is  bad  enough,  in  all  conscience.  But  there 
isn't  any  excuse  for  making  it  out  worse  than  it  is, 
nor  should  it  be  forgotten  that  even  if  the  worst  should 
come  and  the  entire  crop  should  be  a  total  loss,  there 
is  no  section  in  the  country  better  able  to  stand  it  than 
the  Northwest,  and  there  has  been  no  time  in  its  history 
when  the  Northwest  was  better  able  to  stand  such  a 
reverse  than  right  now. 

And  be  sure  there  is  no  sttch  calamity  threatening.  The 
failure  possibly  may  be  complete  in  some  localities,  but 
it  is  a  safe  bet  that  when  the  crop  is  harvested  the 
general  total  will  surprise  the  pessimists.  The  North- 
west will  rai'se  enough  to  feed  itself,  and  very  likely 
quite  a  bit  over  that  for  the  market.  It  will  not  go 
broke,  even  though  not  much  is  added  this  year  to  j 
the  swelling  reserve  which  crowds  the  country  banks 
with  a  supply  of  cash  so  ample  that  it  is  being  loaned 
in  the  East. 


that  declaration  good  by  whipping  England  in  a  war 
seven  years  long.  Great  Britain  suffered  all  its  losses 
during  that  war,  and  hasn't  lost  a  man  or  had  a  man 
or  boy  lose  an  eye  or  a  hand  since  1783  because  of  that 
conflict. 

Yet  this  country  is  still  suffering  annual  losses  of 
frightful  numbers,  and  its  total  dead  and  wounded  in 
Fourth  of  July  celebrations  up  to  this  time,  if  statistics 
were  available,  would  make  tl^e  total  losses  on  both 
sides  during  the  seven  years  of  the  Revolution  look  like 
the  list  of  casualties  attending  the  lawn  tennis  season. 

Not  in  seven  of  the  worst  battles  of  the  Revolution 
did  this  country  suffer  a  quarter  so  many  casualties  as  it 
suffers  every  Fourth  of  July. 

If  John  Bull  really  were  hardhearted  and  revengeful, 
he  would  chuckle  every  Fourth  of  July  to  think  that 
while  his  losses  ceased  at  Yorktown,  ours  have  kept  on 
ever   since,   and   now   are   greater   than    they  ever   were 

before. 

But  John  Bull  isn't  either  hardhearted  or  revengeful. 
Whatever  feeling  he  might  have  had  about  our  cutting 
loose  from  the  mother  country  and  setting  up  business  for 
ourselves  has  been  softened  long  ago,  and  John  really 
is  a  pretty  good  friend  of  ours.  So  if  he  thinks  "about 
it  at  all  his  heart  must  bleed  at  the  reckless  folly  of  a 
method  of  celebrating  a  nation's  freedom  that  rolls  up  a 
ghastlier  toll  of  death  and  disaster  than  an  ordinary  war 
could   achieve. 

Says  the  New  York  Times:  "Only  a  robust  patriotism 
can  prevent  the  adult  American  from  regretting  that  his 
country  ever  achieved  its  independence,  when  the  cus- 
tomary 'noisy  Fourth'  is  splitting  his  ears  and  shattering 
such  of  his  nerves  as  have  survived  the  strain  and  racket 
of  the  days  we  do  not  celebrate.  And  that  same  patriot- 
ism should  prevent  our  inflicting  upon  ourselves,  an- 
nually, a  greater  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  than  we 
suffered  in  any  of  the  battles  fought  to  win  our  inde- 
pendence." r 

The  noise  is  bad  enough,  but  probably  there  would  be 
no  great  complaint  about  it  if  it  were  safe.  It  is  not  the 
racket  that  counts  in  the  indictment  against  the  Fourth, 
but  the  terrible  pain  and  suffering  and  death  and  sorrow 
and  bereavement  that  flow  out  of  its  celebration,  in  a 
dark  and  dismal  stream  whose  waters  engulf  so  much  of 
the  nation's  fairest  and  most  promising  youth.

THE  HEAT— FORGET  IT. 

Such  an  amazing  caprice  of  the  weather  as  a  hot, 
dry  June,  with  record-breaking  temperatures,  is  so  novel 
in  Duluth  that  it  is  small  wonder  folks  talk  about  it  a 
great  deal.  But  talking  about  it  doesn't  help  a  bit.  In 
point  of  fact,  it  makes  it  worse.  A  group  of  people  dis- 
cussing the  heat,  comparing  records,  analyzing  the  tem- 
perature and  explaining  to  eacTi  other  how  hot  they 
are,  will  feel  the  heat  very  much  more  than  another 
group  of  people  thinking  and  talking  about  other  things. 

There  are  a  few  things  that  it  is  worth  while  keeping 
in  mind  in  hot  weather.  Don't  eat  too  much— food  is 
fuel.  Don't  drink  too  much — it  doesn't  help  a  bit  and 
may  be  dangerous.  Don't  over-exert — though  nobody 
needs  that  advice,  probably.  Don't  take  cold  drinks 
when  you  are  heated — ice  water  is  bad  any  time,  and 
worse  when  you  are  hot.  Beware  of  unripe  fruit — though 
cool,  luscious  ripe  fruit  is  wholesome. 

When  you  come  in  from  a  walk  bathed  in  perspira- 
tion and  all  but  extinguished  by  the  heat,  start  the 
cold  water  tap  running  and  let  the  water  run  on  your 
wrists,  over  your  pulse.  It  will  cool  and  refresh  you 
about  as  quickly  as  anything — much  quicker  than  a  long 
gulp  of  ice  water,  which  may  finish  what  the  heat  began. 

And  don't  think  about  the  weather  or  the  heat  or  the 
temperature.  Think  about  Christmas  or  Thanksgiving 
or   Greenland's   icy   mountains — but  forget  the   heat. 


To   the   Editor   of   The   Herald: 

The   uses  and  abuses   of  some  of  our 
laws   are    Interesting   as    indicating   the 
contrast   of  the  intentions  of  the  legis- 
lators   and    the    final    functions    of 
legislative  acts. 

In  our  sister  i-tate,  Wisconsin,  there 
is  a  law  giving  a5o  an  hour  to  anybody 
wiio  can  .^how  by  affidavit  properly 
attested  that  he  fouglit  brush  or  for- 
est fires  within  the  state.  It  is  said 
that  in  Northern  Wisconsin,  especially 
near  .Solon  Springs,  many  farmers  and 
woodsmen  have  done  a  thriving  busi- 
ness this  spring  fighting  brusli  fires 
wliich  they  willfully  ignited.  By 
mutually  testifying  to  each  other's 
prowess  as  fire  fighters  they  have  in- 
creased their  income  by  tapping  the 
state's  treasuiy.  Twenty-five  cents  an 
hour  lor  flghtmg  a  fire  In  one's  back 
yard  or,  preferably,  in  anybody  else's, 
is  sufficiently  attractive  to  many  per- 
sons so  that  ill  tlie  cool  of  the  even- 
ing they  will  gw.rner  in  a  few  extra 
quarters  as  an  argument  to  throw  into 
the  scales  against  the  high  cost  of 
living. 

These  settlers  deserve  to  be  punis'ned 
because  some  of  the  fires  started  by 
tiiem  have  escaped  beyond  control  and 
have  done  considerable  damage  to 
young  pine  and  birch  trees  as  well  as 
to  incipient  hay  crops.  The  law  did 
not  contemplate  this  sort  of  fire  fight- 
ing   and    its   abuse   Is    intolerable.

NOT  READY  FOR  PASSENGERS. 

Aviators  are  doing  some  tall  and  awe-inspiring  feats, 
but  yesterday's  experience  with  Zeppelin's  passenger  air- 
ship shows  that  the  air  is  not  yet  available  for  pas- 
sengers, and  that  there  is  no. reason  why  railroad  stocks 
should  tumble  for  fear  of  a  prospective  loss  of  pas- 
senger   business. 

With  thirty-three  persons  aboard,  including  twenty 
newspaper  men.  Count  Zeppelin's  air  vessel  set  sail  yester- 
day morning  at  Dusseldorf.  It  headed  one  way,  but  a 
strong  wind  rose,  so  it  headed  another  way.  In  the 
storm  one  of  the  motors  refused  to  work,  and  the  air- 
ship drifted  and  tilted  appallingly.  To  dodge  a  whirl- 
wind the  airship  shot  14,(»)  feet  upward,  and  then  settled 
down  in  a  forest,  treetops  ripping  the  ship  to  pieces. 
Leaving  this  $137.(0<X)  wreck,  the  crew  and  passengers 
scuttled    to   the   ground,   unharmed. 

The  report  is  not  explicit  on  that  point,  but  it  takes 
no  great  stretch  of  the  imagination  to  picture  the  huge 
relief  of  the  passengers  when  they  felt  the  comfortably 
solid  earth  under  their   feet  once   more. 

Aviation  is  progressing  admirably,  but  there  seems 
to  be  no  reason  yet  for  abandoning  the  good  roads 
movement. 


THE  ENDLESS  TRAIL  OF  DEATH. 

Well  might  Puck  say  "What  fools  these  mortals  be!"

The  other  evening  The  Herald  showed  that  in  the 
last  seven  Fourths  34,603  people  have  been  killed  or  in- 
jured, an  average  of  nearly  S.lXX)  each  year.  And  it  is 
perfectly  safe  to  predict  that  in  the  coming  celebration 
five  thousand  more  people  will  be  sacrificed.

SIBLEY,  MORALIST. 

Joseph  C.  Sibley,  a  Republican  nominee  for  congress 
from    Pennsylvania    and   a   former    congressman,    is    out 
with  a  plea  for  a  law  making  it  a  crime  for  a  candidate 
to  spend  money  for  his  nomination  or  election. 
Coming   from   Sibley,   this   is   highly   interesting. 
Do   you   remember    Sibley? 

Sibley  is  the  man  who  used  to  get  letters  from  John 
D.  Archbold  of  the  Standard  Oil  company;  letters  in 
which  pleasant  mention  was  made  of  fat  checks  either 
enclosed  or  sent  by  another  route.  There  was  a  good 
deal  of  talk  about  Sibley  at  that  time,  but  Sibley  didn't 
have  much  to  say  for  himself.  Mr.  Hearst,  you  will  re- 
member, dug  up  tliose  famous  Archbold  letters,  and 
aroused  the  widest  interest  by  making  them  public.  They 
showed  how  intimate  the  relationship  was  between  busi- 
ness, as  represented  by  the  oil  trust,  and  politics,  as 
represented  by  Mr.  Sibley  and  others.  They  also  showed 
how  golden  are  the  bonds  that  link  this  infamous  part- 
nership. 

You   would   have    thought    that   would   be    about   all 
for  Sibley,  wouldn't  you? 

Not  so.  Sibley  wasn't  to  be  repressed  so  easily.  He 
had  been  in  congt^ess  as  a  Democrat,  and  also  as  a  Re- 
publican. He  liked  being  in  congress.  How  much  of  his 
liking  was  due  to  the  pleasant  and  profitable  corres- 
pondence he  and  Mr.  Archbold  used  to  carry  on  we  do 
not  know.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  that  would 
account  for  some  of  his  fondness  for  being  in  congress. 
At  any  rate,  he  liked  being  a  congressman,  and  this 
year  he  has  determined  to  be  one  again.  So  he  went 
cut  after  the  Republican  nomination  in  a  Pennsylvania 
district,  and  landed  it.  This  was  a  great  surprise  to  many 
— not  so  great  a  surprise  to  those  who  knew  what  Penn- 
sylvania's political  condition  is.  It  wasn't  so  much  of  a 
surprise  to  anybody,  however,  when  under  the  Pennsyl- 
vania law  requiring  publicity  of  campaign  expenditures 
Sibley  filed  his  statement. 

His  statement  of  election  expenses  showed  that  he 
spent  a  little  over  $40,000  to  land  that  Republican  nomina- 
tion. That  was  about  $4  for  every  vote  cast  for  him; 
it  was  about  $60  for  every  vote  of  his  plurality.  But  it 
explained  how  he  happened  to  get  nominated  after  the 
public  had  read   those  Archbold  letters. 

Very  likely  Mr.  Sibley  will  be  elected.  He  lives  in  a 
state  that  seems  able  to  stand  almost  anything  from  its 
politicians.  He  lives  in  a  district  that  is  strongly  Re- 
publican, the  kind  of  a  Republican  district  that  probably 
would  elect  Joseph  C.  Mephistopheles  to  congress  if  his 
name  got  on  the  Republican  ballot.  Furthermore,  Mr. 
Sibley  didn't  spend  all  his  money  on  the  nomination.  He 
has  some  left,  and  no  doubt  will  use  it. 

In  the  meantime  he  is  declaring  that  it  isn't  pretty 
to  let  candidates  buy  their  elections,  and  that  there 
ought  to  be  a  law  making  it  a  crime  for  a  candidate  to 
use  any  money  at  all. 

From  Sibley,  that's  good.  From  a  man  who  probably 
has  done  more  to  commercialize  politics  and  office- 
getting  than  most  others,  that's  very  good  irrdeed. 

But  what  about  a  law  barring  from  all  offices  a  man 
convicted  of  taking  money  from  the  people's  enemies 
and  using  it  to  debauch  the  voters?

Sibley    for    Conjfresa    Aeain. 
Springfield      Republican:      Joseph      C. 
Sibley  of  Franklin,   Pa.,   has  again   ob- 
tained   the  .  Republican    nomination    to 
congress    from    the   Twenty-eighth    dis- 
trict   after    some    years    of    retirement. 
How    he    obtained    this    nomination    Is 
told  in  a  dispatch  from  Franklin,  which 
says  that  he  spent   $■^J,5^8  to  land  the 
prize.      Some    $13,800    went    to   one   man 
who    conducted    his   campaign    in    War- 
ren   county,    which    Sibley    lost    by    147 
votes.     Another  thousand  dollars  might 
have   wiped   out   that   adverse   majority 
at     the     Republican     primaries.       Some 
$4,000    went   to   the   campaign    manager 
In  Elk  county,   which  was  also  lost,  as 
were  Forest  and  Mercer  counties.    But 
the     bulk     of     the     money     outside       of 
Warren    county    was    thrown    into    Ve- 
nango     county,      where      Sibley      won 
enough   votes  to  overcome   the  adverse 
majorities    elsewhere.      His    total    vote 
was  10,400,  which  made  a  cost  per  vote 
averaging    about    $4.      The    newspapers 
reaped    a    harvest.      One    of    them    got 
$2  048      for     advertising     and     country 
weeklies  were  paid  $25  for  single     an- 
nouncements. 

This  is  the  Sibley  who  used  to  be  a 
Populist,  then  a  Democrat  and  finally 
a  Republican.  He  became  a  Republi- 
can in  1900.  He  was  conspicuous  at 
Washington  for  his  lavish  manner  of 
living  and  was  made  conspicuous  to 
the  nation  through  the  John  D.  Arch- 
bold letters  read  by  William  R.  Hearst 
in  the  campaign  of  1908.  These  lotter.s 
showed  Sibley  to  be  a  Standard  oil 
agent  and  lobbyist  operating  in  the 
guise  of  a  representative  of  the  people. 
Quite  a  number  of  confidential  letters 
I>asslng  between  Archbold  and  Sibley 
were  made  public  by  Mr.  Hearst, 
which  unmistakably  branded  the 
Pennsylvania  congressman  as  a  secret 
legislative  agent  of  the  trust.  One  of 
them,  dated  May  31,  1«00,  about  the 
time  when  Sibley  was  becoming  a  Re- 
publican, was  as  follows: 

I  beg  to  inclose  you  UerewlUi  certificate  of  dop^irit 
to  your  favor  for  $5,000  sent  you  at  the  request  of 
Mr  Ortscout.  the  putpose  of  which  you  no  doubt  un- 
derstand wlUi  him.  Penult  me  to  Improve  this 
inir.rtunltj  *i«)  to  esprtss  my  high  appreciation  of 
your  most  lourteous  and  efficient  action  In  rasponse 
to  our  reducBt  regarding  tlie  conslderaUon  of  the 
subsidy    matter   with    Mr.    Grlacom.

This 
is  a  greeting  to  the  colonel  as  the 
great  purifier  of  American  public  life 
which  cannot  be  considered  as  exactly 
complimentary.

He  might  to  good 
purpose  devote  one  speech  in  the  com- 
ing elections  to  a  blistering  talk  to 
the  Republican  voters  of  the  Twenty- 
eighth   Pennsylvania  district.

VThat    i^dltorials    .\re    About. 

Spokane  Spokesman-Review:  A  stu- 
dent of  journalism  at  the  University  of 
Washington  has  investigated  the  ed- 
itorial department  of  eight  daily  news- 
papers in  the  United  States.  These 
dallies  were  representative  papers,  re- 
spectively of  radical,  intermediate  and 
conservative  character,  and.  therefore, 
the  editorials  fairly  index  what  their 
readers    are    thinking    of. 

The  investigator  found  that  seven 
out  of  every  ten  of  the  editorials  ap- 
pealed to  the  intellect,  only  three  to 
the  feelings,  and  that  the  more  saf- 
fron-fingered the  paper,  the  more  emo- 
tional editorials  it  had.  The  subjects  of 
the  leaders  that  appealed  to  the  emo- 
tions included  admiration,  elation, 
humor.  Incongruity,  regret,  and  re- 
spect Only  twenty-seven  out  of  313 
editorials  discussed  commercial  sub- 
jects, but  184  dealt  with  political  ques- 
tions and  132  with  national  affairs. 
Local  subjects  come  next  with  seventy- 
six  editorials,  social  science  with  six- 
ty-eight, foreign  affairs  with  sixty-five 
and  state  affairs  with   forty. 

These  statistics  are  not  without  in- 
terest not  even  without  meaning.  So 
far  as  they  go.  they  contradict  the 
claim  that  American  newspapers  are 
degenerating.  The  appeal  to  the 
rea.son  by  seven  out  of  every  ten  ed- 
itorials In  eight  representative  news- 
papers argues  that  these  dallies  in  the 
main  are  earnest  and  serious  papers. 
The  fact  that  only  a  twelfth  of  the 
313  editorials  handled  commercial 
themes  looks  as  If  commercialism  were 
not  the  curse  of  America..  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  student  will  investi- 
gate   editorials    coniprehtrisively.

in  Wolverine  Stale 

University. 

Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  June  29. — Harry 
Burns  Hutchins  was  last  night  elected 
president  of  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan to  succeed  Dr.  James  B.  Angeil. 

President  Hutchins  was  born  in  Lin- 
don,  N.  H.,  April  8,  1S47.  He  received 
his  early  education  at  the  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Vermont  conference  semi- 
naries and  at  Wcsleyan  university, 
Midiiletown.  Conn.  In  IfeTl  he  was 
graduated  from  tlie  University  of  Mich- 
igan with  the  degree  of  bachelor  of 
philosophy,  and  after  teaching  in  pub- 
lic schools  for  a  year  returned  to  Mich- 
igan as  assistant  professor  of  iiistory 
and  rhetoric. 

In  18S4,  after  having  practiced  law 
for  a  number  of  years,  he  was  elected 
professor  of  law  at  Michigan.  His  suc- 
cess in  this  department  ^^'as  sucli  that 
in  1887  he  was  called  to  Ithaca,  N.  Y., 
where  he  organized  tlie  Cornell  law 
school  and  became  its  dean. 

In  18Jt5  he  was  recalled  to  Michigan 
university  as  dean  of  the  law  depart- 
ment, and  during  the  absence  of  I'resi- 
dent  Angeil  in  Turkey  in  1897  and  1898 
Dean  Hutchins  was  acting  president  of 
the  university. 

He  was  ai>pointed  acting  president  of 
the  University  of  Michigan  in  June, 
1909,  and  took  up  the  active  duties  of 
the  office  last  October,  at  the  same 
time  continuing  his  -work  as  dean  of 
the  law  department. 

President  Hutchins  is  a  member  of 
the  New  York  Bar  association,  the 
American  Historical  association  and 
the  Michigan  Political  Science  associa- 
tion.

New  York,  Juno  29.— A  big  bundle 
of  papers  purporting  to  be  the  com- 
plaint  in  a  suit  for  $1,000,000  damages 
against  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Robert  Ba- 
con, American  ambassador  to  France, 
Charles  Graves  of  Duluth,  American 
minister  to  Sweden  and  his  wife  is  In 
the  county  clerks  office  awaiting  dis- 
position. The  bundle  was  thrown  into 
the  office  yesterday  by  Mrs.  Ida  \  on 
Clausscn  after  tlie  clerk's  refusal  to 
file  the  papers,  because  of  Irregular- 
ities. .  ^  ., 

The  attempted  suit  is  an  outgrowth 
of  the  refusal  of  Minister  Graves  to 
present  Mrs.  Von  Claussen  at  the  court 
of  the  late  King  O.scar  of  Sweden  in 
1907.      The   complaint  begins: 

"I  hereby  make  formal  demand  of 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States 
to  procure  me  an  honest  lawyer  to 
plead  for  Justice  for  me.  If  the  United 
States  of  America  lias  laws  capable  to 
protect  me;  If  not,  then  the  legislature 
must    be   appealed    to." 

Couldn't    Find    Lawyer. 

So  far,  Mrs.  Von  Clausseji  says,  she 
has  been  unable  to  find  such  a  lawyer. 
The    complaint   continues: 

"I  therefore  file  In  the  supreme  court 
this  complaint  and  institute  a  suit  for 
slander,  malice  and  revenge  to  recover 
fl.OOO.OOU.  The  gross  insult  and  sltvn- 
der  1  received  In  Sweden,  of  which 
the  world  has  cognizance,  is  laid  di- 
rectly   to    the    foregoing    conspirators.' 

Mrs.  Von  Claussen  has  figured  con- 
spicuously in  the  newspapers  ever 
since  her  return  from  Sweden.  She 
says  King  Oscar  gave  her  his  photo- 
graph  and   invited    her  to   visit   him.

Miss  Irwin  is  one  of  the  Thousand 
Islands'  oldest  inhabitants.  She  was 
one  of  the  first  New  Yorkers  to  recog- 
nize the  advantages  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence between  Cai)e  Vincent  and  Alex- 
andria bay   for  a  summer  home. 

Long  ago  she  purchased  an  Island 
opposite  the  village  of  Clayton  and 
built  a  modest  little  shack  which  she 
and  Cecillia  Loftus  used  as  a  back- 
ground for  their  professional  photo- 
graphs. 

Subsequently  Miss  Irwin  erected  a 
spacious  cottage  of  granite  and  hard 
wood  with  all  modern  improvements.

Dusseldorf,  Germany,  June  29. — 
Count  Zeppelin's  passenger  airship 
Deutschland.  the  highest  developed  of 
all  the  famous  aeronaut's  models,  lies 
on  top  of  the  Teutoburgain  forest, 
pierced  with  pine  tree  stems,  a  ma.ss  of 
dellated  silk  and  twisted  aluminum. 
The  thirty-three  persons  aboard,  after 
a  wild  contest  with  a  storm,  escaped 
uninjured,  descending  a  rope  ladder 
from   the   wreck   on   the   pine   tops. 

Herr  Colesmann,  general  manager  of 
the  new  airship  company.  Chief  Kin- 
gineer  Duerr  of  the  Zeppelin  company 
and  Capt.  Kannen  berg  of  the  cievv  of 
ten,  and  twenty  newspaper  men  sailed 
from  Dusseldorf  at  b/ii)  o'clock  yester- 
day morning  for  a  three-hour  excur- 
sion. The  objective  uoint  was  Dort- 
mund, about  thlrty-flve  miles  trom 
Dusseldorf.  but  a  high  head  wind  pre- 
vailed and  an  effort  was  made  to  reach 
Munster,  a  garrison  town,  so  that  a 
landing  might  be  made  on  the  parade 
ground  by  the  aid  of  the  soldiers. 
Imperilled  by  Storm. 
It  was  dangerous  to  attempt  a  land- 
ing In  an  open  field  because  of  the 
storm,  as  the  metal  was  likely  to 
pound  to  pieces.  In  the  high  wind  one 
of  the  motors  refused  to  work  and  the 
other  two  were  not  powerful  enough 
to  make  any  progress  in  the  gale,  the 
u-irship  drifted,  swaying  in  the  violent 
gusts  and  sometimes  leaning  to  an 
angle  of  40  deg.,  while  all  the  engine- 
men  were  at  work  repairing  the  dis- 
abled  motor.  .    _ 

When  this  was  done,  all  four  screws 
were  driven  at  their  full  power,  under 
wiiich,  in  normal  conditions,  the  air- 
ship was  capable  of  attaining  a  speed 
of  forty  miles  an  hour.  But  the 
helmsman  was  unable  to  keep  his 
course,  and  the  great  craft  was  swung 
about  at  the  mercy  of  the  winds. 

Colesmann  did  not  dare  to  turn  the 
ship  around  for  fear  of  overturning, 
and  he  decided  to  drift  in  the  gale, 
which  was  blowing  fifty  miles  an  hour.

Washington  June  29. — Good  crop- 
growing  weatlier  prevailed  during  the 
last  week,  according  to  the  national 
weekly  weather  bulletin  of  the  de- 
partment  of  agriculture.      It   says: 

"A  general  summary  of  the  weather 
for  the  last  week  shows  the  continua- 
tion of  warm  and  dry  weather 
throughout  the  corn  and  winter  wheat 
growing  states.  The  rainfall,  though 
light,  was  generally  sufficient  for 
pre.sent  needs*,  except  in  scattered  lo- 
calities, and  the  warm  weather  was 
very  beneficial  to  growing  vegetation, 
which  has  made  rapid  progress  under 
the  favorable  weather  of  the  last  two 
weeks. 

"In  the  states  of  the  spring  wheat 
section  some  Improvement  Is  due  to 
timely  rains  that  occurred  In  the  more 
southern  portions  of  the  dl.strlct.  The 
change  from  the  high  temperatures  of 
the  latter  part  of  last  and  the  first  of 
the  present  week  to  cooler  weather 
about  the  middle  of  the  week,  gave 
some  relief,  but  high  temperatures  are 
again  prevailing  and  practically  no 
rainfall  has  occurred  over  the  more 
northern  portions,  especially  In  North 
Dakota  and  the  northern  portions  of 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin.  Rain  In 
abundance  Is  needtid  In  nearly  all  por- 
tions of  the  district. 

lleat  on  Atlantic  CoaMt. 
•'Along  the  Atlantic  coast  much- 
needed  warmth,  sunshine  and  dry 
weather  continued  and  satisfactory 
progress  was  made  in  all  agricultural 
pursuits.  In  the  cotton  belt  showers 
were  of  frequent  occurrence  and  It  was 
slightly  too  cloudy  and  wet  in  some 
sections,  but  over  most  of  the  import- 
ant cotton  growing  sections  the  weath- 
er was  generally  favorable. 

"Some  good  rains  occurred  In  the 
western  portions  of  the  great  plains 
states  but  It  Is  generally  becoming  too 
dry  along  the  entire  eastern  slope  of 
the  Rocky  mountains.  To  the  west  of 
the  Rockies  temperatures  were  gen- 
erally favorable,  but  It  is  becoming 
very  dry  on  the  ranges,  especially  In 
the  central  and  southern  portions, 
where  the  rainfall  has  been  unusually 
deficient  and  much  damage  has-  re- 
sulted. Irrigation  water  Is  holding  out 
well  In  the  northern  portions,  but  In 
the  central  and  southern  sections  the 
streams  are  getting  low. 

"The  week  was  unusually  free  from 
destructive  storms  of  any  kind."

Children  ■  Driven  From 

Home. 


Husband    Fights  Back  the 
Flames    for  Twenty- 
Four  Hours. 


Mrs.  James  Coughlln  is  a  guest  of 
relatives  in  Duluth,  seeking  rest  and 
recuperation  from  an  incident  that 
strikingly  illustrates  the  hardships  en- 
countered by  tliose  who  strive  against 
the  forces  of  the  wilderness  to  make  a 
home. 

With  her  six  children,  ranging  in  age 
from  2  to  12  years,  Mrs.  Coughlin  was 
forced  by  the  rapid  approach  of  forest 
fires  to  desert  the  Coughlin  home  on  a 
farm  in  Carlton  county,  west  of  Saw- 
yer, late  in  the  day  and  seek  refuge 
in  the  swamp.  The  flames  had  been 
tiireatening  the  property  of  neighbor- 
ing settlers  for  some  time,  and  came 
dangerously  close  to  the  Coughlin 
home.  Fearful  for  the  safety  of  her 
little  ones  should  she  remain  under  the 
roof  tlirough  tlie  niglit,  the  mother  took 
the  children  out  of  the  direct  path  of 
the  flames  and  made  them  as  comfort- 
able as  possible  near  the  railroad 
track,  using  balsam  bark  to  protect 
them  as  thoroughly  as  she  could. 

They    had    with    them    their    dog,    a 


faithful  animal,  that  stood  watch 
through  the  night,  ;-iving  Mrs.  Cough- 
lin a  sense  of  security  that  would  have 
been  lacking  but  for  the  dog's  presence 
and    watchfulness. 

That  was  just  a  week  ago.  In  the 
morning  the  family  boarded  a  train  and 
came  to  Duluth.  Mrs.  Coughlin  was 
not  in  the  best  of  health,  and  the  ex- 
perience did  not  tend  to  better  her 
condition;  but  she  is  gaining  strengtli 
here  now,  and  will  soon  be  fully  re- 
covered. 

Mr.  Coughlin,  who  came  to  Duluth 
about  two  weeks  ago  and  is  now  head 
porter  at  the  Holland  hotel,  hurried 
to  the  scene  on  the  day  following  Mrs. 
Coughlin's  flight  from  the  farm.  He 
found  that  the  farm  buildings  had  not 
been  destroyed,  but  were  still  in  dan- 
ger, and  he  immediately  began  to  fight 
the  fiames.  For  about  twenty-four 
hours  he  was  engaged  in  a  wearying 
battle  with  the  fire,  and  in  all  that 
time  had  nothing  to  eat  or  drink  ex- 
cept a  cup  of  coffee  made  with  swamp 
water.  At  last  the  fight  was  won  and 
the    buildings    saved. 

When  Mrs.  Coughlin  and  the  chil- 
dren boarded  the  train,  she  was  prom- 
ised by  a  man  who  happened  to  be  on 
the  scene  that  he  would  hold  the  dog 
to  prevent  It  from  attempting  to  fol- 
low the  family  he  had  guarded  so 
faithfully  through  the  night.  ■  The  man 
proved  to  be  a  better  promiser  than  a 
holder  of  dogs,  for  the  animal  set  out 
after  the  train,  going  along  the  right- 
of-way  for  miles.  At  last  reports,  it 
was  said  to  have  been  seen  in  an  In- 
dian camo  somewhere  in  that  region 
and  Coughlin  hopes  to  regain  posses- 
sion  of   it. 

Fires  are  reported  in  many  directions, 
but  they  are  not  big  ones  and  only 
Infrequently  is  any  considerable  dam- 
age done.  Camps  and  shacks  near 
Fond  du  Lac  have  been  razed  and 
there  is  urgent  need  of  rain  if  the  dan- 
ger of  great  and  costly  fires  is  to  be 
eliminated.

"The  Young  Lady's  friend;  a  Manual 
of  Practical  Advice  and  Instruction  to 
Young  Females  on  Their  Entering 
Upon  the  r>uties  of  Life  After  Quitting 
School."  The  date  was  1845  and  the 
author  "A  Lady."  I  read  most  of  the 
volume,  but  I  wag  not  so  much  amused 
as  I  had  anticipated.  Tliere  was  a 
certain  fragrance  about  the  book;  it 
was  very  prim,  certainly,  but  now  and 
titen  it  was  the  primeness  of  an  old- 
fashioned   herb   garden.

You  might  play  bowls  ("with 
small  and  light  balls  to  suit  their 
little  hands.")  battledore,  "the  graces" 
(whatever  game  that  was)  and,  of  all 
queer  things,  quoits.  Yuu  might  walk, 
too,  If  vou  walked  with  an  object — to 
study  botany  or  mineralogy.  One  won- 
ders what  this  amiable  instructress 
would  have  thought  or  our  hockey  and 
blcvcle  and  gymnasium  girls.

— Promoter 
Rickard  is  not  greatly  concerned  over 
the  momentous  role  he  Is  to  play  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  Fourth  and  he  as- 
serts with  convincing  earnestness  that 
he  has  no  misgivings  whatever  regard- 
ing his  ability  to  referee  the  big  fight. 
"Why.  I  have  not  given  the  subject 
a  single  thought."  he  -told  a  group  of 
newspaper  men  last  night.  "The  .'ob 
will  be  a  snap.  With  seasoned  fight- 
ers like  Jeffries  and  John-son  to  deal 
with,  it  will  be  the  easiest  thing  in  the 
world  to  take  care  of  the  referee'* 
end.  I  have  been  assured  by  both  men 
that  they  are  entirely  satisfied  to  have 
me  in  the  ring  and  they  will  do  every- 
thing they  can  to  smooth  my  way." 

Some  one  asked  him  if  he  ever  had 
presided  over  a  big  ring  event  be- 
fore. 

"Nothing  very  big,"  the  promoter 
answered  "but  don't  think  for  a  min- 
ute that  I'm  not  wise  to  every  angle  of 
prize  fighting.  I've  followed  It  practi- 
cally all  my  life  and  if  there  is  any- 
liody  that  knows  any  more  about  the 
ins  and  outs  of  the  game  I'd  like  to 
have  him  named.  People  come  to  mv 
and  say  Im  foolish  to  take  on  this 
job  because  I've  not  had  much  prac 
tioe.

CONVICTED 
ON  UNTRUTH 

North  Dakotan  Sent  to  Peni- 
tentiary on  Lie  Uttered 
on  Scaffold. 


Is  Given  His  Freedom  After 

Serving  Seven  Years  of 

Life  Sentence. 


Minot,  N.  D.,  June  29. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Convicted  of  murder  by 
evidence  given  by  a  man  awaiting  to 
be  hanged  for  a  similar  crime  and  sen- 
tenced to  life  imprisonment,  only  to 
be  pardoned  after  seven  years,  is  a 
part  of  the  experience  that  Car  Han- 
son, now  residing  on  a  farm  near 
Blaisdell,   Ward   county,   went    through. 

Hanson's  pardon   was  gained   largely 

through  the  efforts  of  friends,  who 
succeeded  in  securing  signatures  to 
his  petition  of  eleven  members  of  the 
Jury  that  convicted  him,  and  of  Judge 
Cowan,  before  whom  he  was  tried. 
The  fact  that  he  was  always  a  model 
prisoner  during  the  seven  years  of  his 
continement  at  the  state  prison  also 
had  its  effect  upon  the  state  board  and 
was  partly  responsible  for  the  action 
taken. 

Murder    DiNcIoHed    by    Another. 

The  murder  of  which  Hanson  was 
convicted  was  one  that  was  not  dis- 
covered until  after  William  Ross  had 
been  convicted  and  sentenced  to  be 
hanged  for  the  murder  of  Thomas 
Welch,  a  Willow  City,  N.  D.,  farmer. 
It  was  then  that  Ross,  probably  in  the 
hopes  of  securing  life  sentence  rather 
than  hanging,  told  of  anether  murder, 
that  of  Napoleon  Le  May,  at  a  point 
near  Blaisdell,  this  county,  which  he 
claimed  had  occurred  early  in  October, 
1901. 

Investigation  followed  and,  true  to 
the  claims  made  by  Ross,  the  body  of 
the  man  was  found  in  the  bottom  of 
a  siiallow  well  on  a  deserted  ranch, 
just  a  few  rods  from  the  scene  of  the 
murder.  Hanson  was  arrested,  tried 
and  convicted. 

Probably  the  most  dramatic  Incident 
of  the  entire  affair  occurred  on  the 
scaffold  in  the  Bottineau  county  jail 
yard  at  Bottineau  when  Ross  was 
hanged.  Ross  had  professed  religion, 
and  during  the  hour  just  preceding  his 
death  he  iiad  been  In  the  company  of 
Father  Turcotte,  the  Catholic  prie.st 
who  was  then  located  there.  It  was  he 
who  held  the  crucifix  that  Ross  kissed 
just  before  the  black  cap  forever  shut 
the  light  of  this  world  from  his  eyes. 
Died   With   Lie   ou   Llpn. 

Judge  K.  Murray,  now  of  Minot,  ad- 
justed the  noose  about  Ross'  neck, 
and  just  before  doing  so,  and  Immedi- 
ately before  the  black  cap  was  put 
over  the  doomed  man's  head,  he 
said: 

"Ross,    who    killed    Le    May?" 

Ross  looked  the  judge  firmly  in  the 
eyes,  and  replied: 

"Carl    Hanson." 

These  were  his  last  words.  The  cap 
was  adjusted,  tlie  lever  pulled,  and  in 
a  moment  Ross  had  been  swung  off  into 
eternity. 

Hanson  has  always  contended  that  he 
did  not  kill  Le  May;  and,  if  his  story 
is  true,  then  Ross  died  with  a  lie 
upon    Ills    lips. 

The  murder  itself  was  brought  about 
In  order  that  Ross  might  gain  posses- 
sion of  a  horse  that  Le  May  owned, 
and  which  he  had  taken  a  fancy  to. 
Following  Le  May,  Hanson  and  Ross 
caught  up  to  him  at  an  old  deserted 
ranch,  where  the  Frenchman  had  de- 
cided to  remain  for  the  night.  His 
pursuers  also  remained  there,  leaving 
their  horses  just  a  short  distance  off. 
saddled  and  ready  for  flight.  In  the 
morning  Le  May  went  out  for  some 
hay  for  his  horses;  and.  Just  as  he 
stepped  Into  the  barn,  either  Hanson  or 
Ross   killed   him   with   the   rifle. 

In  disposing  of  the  body,  the  two 
men  dragged  It  to  a  shallow  well  in  the 
midst  of  a  plowed  field,  using  a  rope 
which  they  tied  about  his  legs.  Some 
sod  was  thrown  over  the  body,  and 
there  It  remained  for  over  a  year,  or 
until  Ross  told  of  the  crime  after  he 
had  been  convicted  of  the  Bottineau 
county  murder.  In  defining  the  loca- 
tion of  the  body.  Ross  drew  a  map 
which  proved  entirely  accurate.  .'\s  a 
result  of  Ross'  action.  Hanson  was  ar- 
rested and  convicted  of  murder,  sen- 
tenced to  life  imprisonment,  to  be  par- 
doned seven  years  afterward.

Rainy  Lake  )Jan  Breaks  Le^  When 
Motor  Cap  Jumps  Track. 

Ranier,  Minn.,  June  28. — .Special  to 
The  Herald.) — C  A.  Altvater,  agent  for 
the  Rainy  Lake  road  at  this  place,  had 
the  misfortune  to  break  lils  leg  last 
Friday  and  is  in  the  Minnesota  and 
Ontario  hospital  at  International 
Falls.  While  returning  from  the  Falls 
the  motor  car  upon  which  he  was  rid- 
ing, jumped  the  track  at  the  gravel 
pit  spur  and  entangled  him  in  the 
machine  in  such  a  manner  as  to  bruise 
his  feet  badly  and  breaking  the  bones 
of  the  right  leg  near  the  ankle.  The 
driver  also  had  several  bruises  but 
nothing  serious. 

The  D.,  R.  L.  &  W.  have  put  a  steam 
shovel  Into  the  gravel  pit  at  this  place 
and  they  are  ballasting  their  line  from 
Duluth  Junction  south.  The  Bridge  & 
Terminal  company  will  have  their 
trains  in  operation  soon  and  will  bal- 
last their  lines  from  International 
Falls   to    Black   river  from   this   pit. 

The  American  Suburbs  company  of 
Minneapolis  are  now  excavating  and 
the  cement  has  arrived  to  commence 
the  basement  for  a  bank  building 
where  the  townslte  office  was  formerly 
located.  This  building  will  be  twenty 
feet  wide  and  seventy  feet  long,  two 
stories,  of  brick,  with  basement.  The 
structure  will  be  up  to  date  In  all  re- 
spects and  equipped  with  all  conveni- 
ences. The  first  floor  will  be  equipped 
for  bank  and  directors'  purposes  and 
the  second  story  will  be  divided  into 
offices. 

This  company  holds  options  on 
nearly  all  the  land  along  Rainy  lake 
and  Rainy  river  and  are  selling  a  great 
many  lots.  Steel  will  arrive  shortly 
for  the  proposed  street  car  line  be- 
tween  Ranier  and    International    Falls.

There  Is  no  fixed  rule  about  the 
size  of  the  visiting  card.  A  lady's 
card  usually  measures  two  and  seven- 
eighths  inches  in  length  and  two  and 
one-eighth  inches  In  width.  A  smaller 
card  la  chosen  by  uome  young  ladies 
who  like  to  use  a  snail  square  card. 

A  man's  card  Is  iil^-ays  very  small. 
Cards  bearing  the  aame  of  wife  and 
husband,  of  a  mother  and  daughter. 
or  of  a  mother  and  several  daughters 
are  necessarily  larger,  and  these  may 
measure  three  and  one-half  Inches  In 
length  by  two  and  one-half  Inches  in 
width. 

Pure  white  ungh.zed  brlstol  board, 
not  too  thin,  is  the  approved  material 
at  present  for  visiting  cards.  No  orna- 
ment or  decoration  is  permissible  on 
a  visiting  card.  It  must  bear  the 
owner's  name  and  address;  and,  If  a 
lady's  card,  and  she  wishes,  it  may 
have  upon  it  also,  tlie  name  and  hours 
of  her  visiting  day. 

A  good  plan  Is  to  order  one's  visit- 
ing cards  from  the  most  approved  and 
fashionable  stationer  In  ones  city,  ask- 
ing them  to  dlspla*^  styles  and  sizes, 
and  then  choose  the  lettering  pre- 
ferred. 

The  expense  of  making  the  die  Is 
the  only  special  expense  Involved.  It 
costs  from  $2  to  $3  for  this,  after 
which,  as  often  as  a  new  supply  Is 
necessary,  visiting  cards  may  be  fur- 
nished at  75  cents  sr  $1  per  100.  The 
die  is  left  with  the  stationer,  and  the 
lady  orders  her  ca"ds,  or  the  gentle- 
man his,  wtren  the  supply  Is  ex- 
hausted. ,  .      .  ,     t 

The  lettering  may  be  done  In  block, 
script  or  old  English,  or  in  any  style 
the  owner  chooses.  Sometimes  a  fac 
slmilie  of  the  bearer's  handwriting  is 
made,  but  this  is  regarded  as  an  aftec- 
lation  and  is  not  re<  ommended.  Eccen- 
tricities are  to  be  avoided  In  cards  and 
in   stationery. 

A  man's  visiting  :ard  Is,  as  has  b«»en 
sai<l  very  small  ai;d  in  a  very  severe 
style.  A  man  nev.ir  allows  his  busi- 
ness to  appear  or  his  visiting  card 
unless  he  is  a  minister  or  a  doctor,  in 
which  case  his  profession  may  be  In- 
dicated as  Kev.  John  Francis  Dayton, 
or   Herbert  Brown,   M.  D.

A  widow  retains  on  her  card  the 
Christian  name  of  her  husband  as  well 
as  his  surname,  if  this  Is  her  choice. 
Thus  she  is  Mrs.  Herbert  Payne,  as 
Fhe  was  during  her  husband's  lifetime; 
although,  if  sb.e  wishes  to  do  so.  she 
may  drop  that  style  and  use  simply 
Mrs.  Mary  Payne,  her  own  Christian 
name   and    surname. 

Where  there  are  several  ladies  In  a 
family  bearing  the  ©ame  name.  It  Is 
usual"  for  the  one  of  greatest  age  and 
dignity  to  have  her  card  engraved 
simply  Mrs.  Brown,  the  others  being 
Mrs.  Paul,  Mrs,  Joseph  and  Mrs.  Samuel

The  copper  market  opened  weak 
and  toward  noon  was  heavily  raided 
by  the  bears.  Stocks  were  dumped 
overboard  regardless  of  prices  and  long 
holders  appeared  to  be  In  a  panic.  De- 
clines- were  the  severest  In  many 
months  and  stocks  hit  the  low  records 
that  had  not  been  made  since  the  panic 
Ihrt-e  years  ago.  Some  copper  stocks 
got  fven  lower  than  in  the  financjal 
Hurry  which  at  that  time  was  called 
a    rich    man's    panic. 

Anuilgamated  v:i*ti  raided  by  the 
b«ars,  but  some  opposition  developed 
and  the  stock  was  rtriner  tliaii  must 
of  the  big  leaders.  It  sold  from  ?G2..5 
to  $»>0.37V2  and  then  at  $60.50.  North 
Butte  was  the  chief  weak  sister.  This 
issue  ran  into  stop-loss  orders  and 
when  it  began  to  slide  there  was  a 
rush  of  holders  to  get  rid  of  it.  North 
Butte  declined  from  m  to  $20.  tli| 
lowest  point  reached  sin<-e  it  wa.s  listed 
on  the  Boston  stock  exchange,  and  only 
$5     above     the     subscription     price. 

The  Butte  stocks  were  the  weakest 
on  the  list  owing  to  threatened  cur- 
tailment of  production.  The  metal 
situation  Is  In  a  weak  condition  and 
stocks  are  large.  A  decrease  in  pro- 
duction is  recognized  as  the  only 
remo.lv    for    tiie   situation. 

The     chief    weakness    in     the    copper 
market    appeared    to    be    the    effect    ot 
the   decline   in    the   industrials   and   the 
I  railroads.       These     market.s.     especially 
>  the  latter,  took  a  severe  tumble  on   the 
annouui-ement    of    the    decisions    of    the 
Interstate    commerce    decision    reducing 
rates    in   the    West.      In   some    instances 
w^ere    cut    25    per   cent    and    traders    Im- 
mediately  began  to  throw  Western  rail- 
road    slocks     overboard     regardless     of 
.prices.      The    decisions    were    the    most 
.  radical    in    the   history    of   the    commis- 
sion.

Explosion  and  Fire  Wreck 

BuiMing  in  Mmneapolis 

Suburb. 

Eleven  More    Are  Injured 

and  Two  of  Them  May 

Not  Live. 


Minneapolis.  Minn..  June  29.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Positive  identification 
of  the  victims  of  the  explosion  and  fire 
In  the  saloon  of  Edward  Boucher  at 
Robbinsdale  last  night  was  made  to- 
day. 

The  body  supposed  to  be  that  of  Jo- 
seph Siibaugh  was  identified  by  his 
wife.  Belle  Siibaugh,  by  a  peculiar 
formation  of  his  right  foot  and  by 
part  of  a  sock  that  had  been  only  part- 
ly   destroyed. 

The  remains  of  Albert  Hirth  were 
identified  by  his  father  and  mother, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gus  Hirth.  The  body, 
though  badly  burned,  was  identified 
with    little    difficulty. 

Everett  Harmon,  a  brother  of  Eu- 
gene Harmon,  another  victim,  claimei 
his  body,  and  C.  F.  Doerfer,  a  stepson 
of  L.  O.  Mamlsch.  identified  the  lat- 
ter's  remains.  The  body  of  Charles  Gei- 
beniieim  was  claimed  by  his  brother- 
in-law.  ,  ,  .  _ 
The  coroner's  Jury  met  this  morning 
and  after  viewing  the  bodies  in  the 
morgue,  adjourned  until  next  batur- 
day.  when  a  further  investigation  will 
he  made  into  the  cause  of  the  accident. 
Rumors  were  rife  this  morning  that 
there  were  more  bodies  in  tiie  ruins, 
but  these  were  discredited  by  the 
police. 

Eleven  Are  Injured. 
Eleven  men  were  injured,  two  of 
them  probably  fatally,  by  the  explos- 
ion, which  first  wrecked  and  then  set 
fire  to  the  saloon.  All  are  residents  of 
Minneapolis. 

The  explosion  of  a  gas  tank  in  the 
basement  blew  the  roof  from  the  build- 
ing and  fire  immediately  started.  In 
half  an  hour  the  building  was  a  mass 
of  burning  wreckage.  Ernest  Oster- 
hild.  a  porter,  rescued  both  Boucher 
and   Miller   from    death    in    the   fire.

A    WONDERFUL    EXPLOSIVE. 

"What  would  be  the  consequences  of 
firing  a  barrelful  of  nitrogen  iodide  it 
would  be  imf>ossible  to  say."  declares  a 
writer  in  the  Strand,  "simply  because 
the  stuff  is  too  awful  to  be. made  In 
such    quantities. 

"It  may  sound  like  a  joke,  but  it  is 
nevertheless  the  truth  that  the  tread 
of  a  house  fly  is  sufficient  to  explode 
this  dangerous  material.  It  is  not 
necessary  that  a  lly  should  walk  over 
the  compound.  It  has  only  to  let  one 
foot  come  into  contact  with  the  explo- 
sive when  the  jolt  causes  it  to  explode 
and 'to   blow   the   in.sect  into  the  air. 

"  \nother  manner  in  which  the  pe- 
culiar property  of  this  explosive  can 
be  demon.strated  is  by  scattering  a 
small  quantity  of  the  dry  powder  over 
a  sheet  of  clean  paper.  It  then  re- 
sembles pepper,  and  only  needs  a  few 
sharp  breaths  of  the  manopulatoi  — 
just  sufficient  to  make  them  roll— to 
cause  each  speck  to  ignite  and  explode, 
meantime  giving  off  a  long,  thin  col- 
umn of  dense  purple  smoke.

QUEER  PENSION  STORY. 

Government     Says    Woman     Has 
Drawn  f868  as  Stepfather's  Widow 

Kansas  City  Journal:  A  story  that 
rivals  the  tales  of  Zola  was  thrown 
upon  the  desk  of  A.  S.  Van  Valken- 
burgh.  United  Stales  district  attorney, 
yesterday,  being  twelve  pounds  of  the 
record  of  the  pension  case  of  Sarah 
Baker,  or  Kinder.  Pension  Examiners 
claim  to  have  found  that  the  v/oman 
was  declaring  herself  to  be  the  widow 
of  her  stepfather,  and  that  In  that  role 
siie  had  actually  received  some  $808  In 
T)enslon   money. 

Early  in  the  '60s  an  Illinois  soldier 
named  Baker  married  Nancy  Brown.  It 
is  outside  the  story  but  insHde  the  facts 
that  he  had  buried  one  wife  whose 
name  too  had  been  Nancy.  Nancy 
Brown  had  been  the  widow  of  a  soldier, 
and  she  had  got  a  pension  for  his  death, 
losing  that  pension  when  she  married  a 
second  soldier  named  Baker,  from 
whom  she  was  divorced.  They  had  a 
child  named  Sarah. 

Being  out  of  soldiers  again,  Nancy 
took  unto  herself  a  third,  this  time  the 
Illinois  man  named  Kinder.  To  Kinder 
she  took  her  daughter  by  her  former 
husband,  Sarah.  Sarah  had  attractions 
for  the  soldier,  so  the  government  pa- 
pers read,  for  the  real  wife  found  her- 
self supplanted  by  the  dau!?hter.  "com- 
pelled to  take  the  name  of  Mrs.  Robert- 
son, and  to  say  that  she  was  assisting 
in  the  work."  ,     ^,  . 

The  condition  of  affairs  in  this  extra- 
ordinary household  by  this  time  estab- 
lished in  West  Plains.  Southern  Mis- 
souri. Is  told  in  the  last  paragraph  of 
the  government  report. 

Kinder  died,  and  the  government 
heard  of  his  death,  when,  as  it  was 
supposed,  the  widow  applied  for  a  pen- 
sion for  herself  and  their  four  children. 
The  claim  ran  through  the  various 
channels  pension  claims  have  to  take; 
pension  examiners  went  to  the  Kinder 
home  and  made  personal  examinations 
and  investigations,  as  they  always  do, 
and  so  well  was  the  proof  of  the  claims 
of  the  supposed  widow,  Sarah  Kinder, 
established  that  not  only  she  but  the 
four  children  also  were  put  on  the  pen- 
sion list  and  kept  there  for  four  years. 
They  were  paid  as  tiie  widow  and  cnll- 
dren  of  the  Illinois  veteran. 

Last  April  Washington  heard  from 
another  Mrs.  Kinder.  This  time  It  was 
Mrs.  Nancy  Kinder,  who  claimed  a  pen- 
sion as  the  widow  of  the  William  Kin- 
der Two  and  two  were  put  together, 
and  It  was  found  that  while  there  were 
two  Mrs.  Klnders  in  the  files,  the  one 
drawing  a  pension  and  the  other  want- 
ing to.  there  was  only  one  William  Kin- 
der claimed  as  their  husband.

Being  unlettered,  not  certain  that  she 
had  not  made  herself  legally  liable,  un- 
familiar with  the  changes  in  the  pen- 
sion laws,  the  real  widow,  the  mother 
of  the  alleged  illegal  widow,  postponed 
asking  for  a  pension  till  this  year, 
when  iier  application  started  the  accu- 
mulation of  a  report  that  already 
weighs  twelve  poun<ls  and  may  send  a 
woman  to  the  federal  prison. 


the  whiskey  business  has  about  kept 
pace  with  the  growth  of  the  country.. 
It  sells  as  it  did  forty  and  fifty  years 
ago,  a  little  less  tlian  three  quarts  of 
pure  alcohol  yearly  for  each  person  In 
the  United  States. 

In  the  same  period  the  ammount  of 
alcohol  sold  in  beer  has  grown  from 
practically  nothing  to  a  quantity  great- 
er than  is  sold  in  distilled  liquor.  In 
1860  the  sale  of  beer  In  the  United 
States  was  3.22  gallons  a  head;  in  laoS 
it  was  21  gallons — two-thirds  of  a  bar- 
rel. The  alcohol  f-*ld  in  this  form  was 
a  little  less  than  a  pint  a  head  in  1860; 
In  1908  It  was  a  little  more  than  three 
quarts. 

Since  1850  the  volume  of  this  remark- 
able new  industry  has  increased  fifty 
times;  it  is  eighteen  times  larger  than 
It  was  In  1860.  This  growth  of  the 
American  beer  trade  had  constituted 
one  of  the  wonders  of  the  liquor  busi- 
ness— commented  on  in  trade  circles 
all  over  the  world.  The  capital  In- 
vested In  It  is  over  ten  times  that  in- 
vested in  distilleries,  the  val;ie  of  its 
product  two  and  a  half  times  as  great. 

Four-fifths  of  the  55,000,000  barrel 
of  beer  made  In  the  United  States  is 
consumed  in  cities  and  at  least  three- 
quarters  of  it  by  the  population  of 
cities  themselves.  The  brewing  trade 
statistics  show  that  every  man,  wom- 
an and  child  in  cities  of  over  25.000 
can  safely  be  credited  with  drinking 
a  barrel  and  two-thirds  of  beer  a  year. 
Largely  by  this  means  the  population 
of  American  cities  drinks  at  least 
eleven  quarts  of  pure  alcohol  a  head 
every  year,  while  the  population  of  the 
rural  districts  does  not  drink  more  than 
four  quarts  a  head.  If  there  Is  a  liquor 
problem  in  America — which  every  one 
seems  to  concede — it  is  obviously  of 
the  city,  and  almost  as  obviously  the 
brewery    trade   is   connei^tcd   with   it.

SWELLING  TIDE  OF  BEER. 

Per  Capita  Consumption  Grows 
From  3  to  21  Gallons  in  Fifty  Years 

Practically  all  the  alcohol  sold  as  a 
drink  in  this  country  is  in  two  form.s— 
distilled  liquors  and  beer.  For  the  past 
fifty  vears  the  per  capita  consumption 
of  distilled  liquors  has  been  about  sta- 

^  ^Because  of  the  Civil  War  and  the 
fact  that  great  quantities  of  alcohol 
were  used  as  burning  fluids  before  the 
general  introduction  of  kerosene  only 
estimates  of  the  consumption  of  dis- 
tilled liquor  as  a  drink  in  the  '608  can 

Tl  e  best  of  these  was  made  by  the 
federal  government's  taxation  commis- 
sion of  1S65.  headed  by  David  A.  Wells. 
This  placed  the  average  consumption 
by  drink  at  less  than  gallon  and  a  half. 

The  government'*  excise  commission 
reports  .show  the  average  per  capita 
consumption  through  the  'TOs  to  have 
been  1  1-3  gallons,  through  the  80s 
1  1-3  gallons,  through  the  '90s  1  1-4 
gallons,  while  in  the  last  four  years*, 
the  period  covering  the  recent  active 
temperance'  agitation.  It  has  been  a 
gallon    and   a    half.

OLDEST  HORSE  IN  W  ORLD. 

Punch,    A  Famous    Polo     Animal, 
Lives  to  Be  45. 

Poughkeepsle.  N.  Y..  Eagle:  Punch, 
a  famous  polo  pony,  originally  owned 
by  Woodbury  Kane,  one  of  the  best 
known  polo  players  of  his  day,  died 
Friday  at  the  farm  of  A.  T.  Jones  at 
Hyde  Park  at  the  age  of  45  years.  He 
was  probably  the  oldest  horse  in  the 
world.  Punch  was  45  on  May  17  and 
had  not  had  a  bit  in  his  mouth  in 
twenty-three  years.  When  Punch  be- 
came too  old  for  use  at  polo  he  was 
sent  by  Mr.  Kane  to  the  country  home 
of  his  uncle,  Walter  Langdon.  at  Hyde 
Park.  He  remained  at  the  Langdon 
place  until  It  was  sold  fifteen  years 
ago   to    Frederick    Vanderbilt. 

Mr.  Kane  then  arranged  with  Mr. 
Jones  to  care  for  the  horse.  Punch 
was  given  the  best  of  care  and  had 
a  large  box  stall  in  an  airy  barn  that 
was   heated   in   winter. 

The  horse  was  buried  Saturday.  A 
number  of  wealthy  New  Yorkers  who 
have  country  homes  at  Hyde  Park  at- 
tended the  burial  The  body  was  laid 
on  inclined  boards  then  covered  with 
the  horse's  blankets  and  his  head  on 
bags.  The  body  was  gently  lowered 
into  a  flower  strewn  grave.  There 
were  floral  tributes  from  the  homes  of 
the  Vanderbilts.  Rogers,  Roosevelts  and 
other    Hyde     Park     families. 

A  monument  Is  to  be  erected  to 
mark  the  grave  of  Punch,  with  a  rec- 
ord of  some  of  his  history  and  the 
fact  that  as  far  as  is  known  he  was 
the   oldest    horse    in   the   world. 

H.  N.  Bain  stated  after  hearing  of 
the  horse's  death  that  he  did  not  think 
there  was  an  authentic  instance  of 
a  horse  living  longer  than  forty-five

While  Woodbury  Kane  lived  he 
visited  his  pet  pony  on  many  occasions. 
He  and  his  "  brother,  Nicholas  Kane, 
once  commodore  of  the  New^  York 
Yacht  club,  died  two  years  ago.  De- 
lancey  Kane  of  Portchester,  N.  Y.,  is 
the  only  survivor  of  the  family.

FIRST  WATCH  AND  CLOCK. 
London  Globe:  Since  celebrations  are 
the  order  of  the  day  why  not  observe 
the  sixth  centenary  of  the  introducion 
of  clocks?  It  was,  we  are  told,  in 
1309  that  the  first  clock  known  to  the 
world  was  placed  in  the  tower  of  San 
Eustorgio.    in    Milan. 

The  greatest  astonishment  and  ad- 
miration were  manifested  by  crowds 
who  came  to  see  the  timepiece.  In 
1344  a  clock  was  installed  in  the  pal- 
ace of  the  nobles  at  Padua.  This  was 
a  wonder  of  mechanism  indeed,  for  be- 
sides indicating  the  hours  it  showed 
the  course  of  the  sun,  the  revolutions 
of  the  planets,  the  various  phases  of 
the  moon,  the  months  and  the  fetes  of 
the    year. 

The  period  of  the  evolution  from  the 
clock  to  the  watch  was  seventy-on3 
years,  not  so  very  long  all  things  con- 
sidered, and  the  record  of  the  first 
watch  Is  1380.  A  half  century  later 
an  alarm  clock  made  its  appearance. 
This,  we  are  told,  was  looked  upon  by 
the  people  of  that  age  as  "un-instru- 
ment  prodigeux." 

The  fortunate  possessor  of  this  clock 
was  Andrea  Alciato.  a  councilor  of 
Milan  The  chroniclers  have  placed  on 
record  that  this  clock  sounded  a  bell 
at  a  stated  hour,  and  at  the  same  time 
a  little  wax  candle  was  lighted  auto- 
maticallv.  How  this  was  done  we  are 
not  toki.  but  It  must  not  be  over- 
looked that  until  about  seventy  years 
ago  we  had  no  means  of  obtaining  a 
light  other  than  the  tlnderbox.  so  that 
the  Milanese  must  have  been  centuries 
ahead   of   us   in   this  respect. 

Not  much  progress  was  made  wit-h 
the  watch  until  1740,  when  the  second 
hand   was  added.

HINTS  FOR  THE  BOUDOIR

Dandrutr  in  the  Hair. 

This  is  a  common  annoyance  and  one 
that  spoils  the  beauty  of  the  hair  very 
quickly  If  not  a  tended  to — the  reason 
being  that  dandruff  (or  scurf)  chokes 
the  hair  follicles  and  prevents  it  from 
obtaining  sufficient  nourishment. 

The  hair  shou  d  be  shampooed  often 
with  a  mixture  consisting  of  egg,  a 
teaspoonful  or  n  ore  of  green  soap,  and 
a  teaspoonful  of  cologne  to  a  cupful 
of  water.  It  l:i  best  applied  to  the 
roots  of  the  hair  and  to  the  scalp  by 
means  of  a  shjimpoo  brush.  An  old 
tooth  brush  will  answer  the  purpose, 
but  the  regular  shampoo  brush,  which 
has  longer  bristles.  Is  better.  The  hair 
should  be  shampooed.  If  there  is  much 
dandurff,  and  it  is  oily,  as  often  as 
once  a  week  oi-  ten  days.  The  soap 
must  be  washed  out  carefully  after

To  stimulate  :he  clogged  circulation 
use  the  finger  tips  to  massage  the 
scalp,  rubbing  the  scalp  with  much 
pressure  and  moving  it  upon  the  bony 
skull  underneath.

Manv  bulls  concede  lialf  a 
crop  to  that  state  even  if  the  weather 
is  not  favorable  and  think  the  yield 
will  be  fairly  good  If  soaking  rains 
materialize.  The  spring  wheat  has 
b*en  badly  damaged  bui  it  is  far  from 
being  down  and  out.  If  rains  come 
within  a  few  days  the  effect  on  values 
may  emphasize  the  artificiality  of  pres- 
ent prices  ani  may  demonstrate  that 
the  bulge  has  eitsily  discounted  the 
tiamaje  to  the  plant.  .When  a  market 
dri'ps  from  2  to  i  cents  on  re- 
ports of  two  or  three  showers  and  pre- 
dictions of  possible  showers  which 
may  not  materlali/.e,  it  indicates  that 
values  temporarily  at  least,  have  gone 
far  enougli.  Such  a  market  apparently 
holds  little  short  interest,  and  with 
the  entire  crowd  long  it  is  In  no  posi- 
tion to  face  general  rains  or  bearish 
factors   of   importince.

If  the  professionals  get  a 
chance  to  shake  the  country  out  of  it.s 
wheat  ihev  probably  will  derive  con- 
siderable satisfaction  as  the  country 
ha-"^  put  in  a  few  licks  in  recent  months 
on   its   own   account. 

A  factor  whicii  may  tend  to  curb  an 
advance  in  values  is  the  condition  of 
tlie  old  crop  as  well  as  the  new  winter 
crf>p.  New  wheat  is  beginning  to  come 
forward  more  freely.  Iteceipts  at  Kan- 
sas Citv  and  St.  Louis  testify  to  this. 
Farmers  have  sold  a  little  more  stuff 
this  week  being  attracted  by  the  high- 
er prices.  Corn  is  weak  and  the  effect 
mav  be  noticed  later  in  the  wheat 
market,  especially  if  the  Northwest 
gets  rains  similar  to  the  precipitation 
tliat  put  the  corn  crops  in  excellent 
shape.  Oats  traders  have  had  their 
choice  of  following  a  bull  wheat  mar- 
ket or  a  weak  corn  market  and  gen- 
erally they  have  elected  to  go  on  with 
the    latter.

A.   Miller  Brings    Suit 
for  $15,250  in  Dis- 
trict Court 


Says  He  Was  Tricked  Into 

Compromising  Position 

and  Arrested. 


Alleging  that  through  a  conspiracy 
planned  by  Isaac  Helstein,  Henry  Hel- 
steln.  Joseph  Littman,  John  Helstein. 
Morris  Harley,  Robert  Ashlnsky  and 
Joseph  Fox.  the  effectlons  of  his  wife 
were  alienated,  D.  A.  Miller,  a  local 
.Jeweler,  has  brought  suit  in  the  dis- 
trict court  for  J15.250,  naming  those 
mentioned  as  defendants  In  the  action. 
The  complaint  was  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  yesterday. 

In  his  complaint  Miller  claims  that 
the  sole  ol)Ject  of  the  conspiracy  was 
to  lower  h^m  In  the  sight  of  his  wif'^ 
and  friends  and  In  that  persuade  her 
to  get  her  freedom  that  she  might 
marry  Joseph  Fox,  until  recently  a 
hardware  merchant  on  East  Superior 
street. 

The  plaintiff  states  that  in  March. 
1909.  he  was  married  to  Anna  F.  Hel- 
stein. They  lived  happily,  he  claim*i. 
until  October  of  the  same  year  when 
she  was  persuaded  to  desert  him. 

The  defendants,  he  claims,  to  further 


"show  him  up"  hired  one  Mamie  Marsh, 
whom  he  claims  is  a  woman  of  ill- 
repute  to  trick  him  Into  visiting  her 
In  her  rooms  at  the  Clarendon  hotel  on 
a  pretense  of  selling  him  jewelry. 

According  to  the-  complaint  she  was 
furnished  with  money  .with  which  to 
purchase  artlQles  at  his  store  In  order 
that   she   might   become   acquainted. 

After  several  vMlts  she  requested 
lilm  to  visit  at  her  rooms  that  he 
might  look  over  the  Jewelry  she  had 
for  sale  and  offer  a  price  upon  it.  This 
he  did,  he   .says. 

The  defendants,  he  claims.  were 
watching  from  outside  with  special  of- 
ficers and  both  he  and  the  woman  werg 
arrested  and  locked  up  in  the  city  Jail. 
Ball  was  immediately  furnished  the 
woman.  He  was  confined  for  some 
time. 

He  was  booked  upon  a  statutory 
charge  to  which   he  pleaded  not  guilty. 

In  the  meantime.  In  addition  to  pre- 
ferring a  charge  of  non-support 
against  him.  his  wife  started  proceed- 
ing.s  in  the  district  court  for  a  divorce. 
Later  these  were  dismissed,  as  was  the 
charge  of  non-support,  the  complaint 
states. 

According  to  the  complaint,  the  con- 
spirators went  before  Rabbi  I.  S.  Tel- 
pltz.  told  him  thfit  a  divorce  had  been 
granted  to  Mrs.  Miller  and  asked  that 
he  make  out  the  Jewish  divorce,  which 
is  required  according  to  the  Jewish 
creed.  The  rabbi,  it  is  stated,  found 
out  in  some  way  that  he  was  being 
misled    and    refused    to   sign    the    paper. 

Miller  states  that  as  a  result  of  be- 
ing imprisoned  he  has  been  humiliat- 
ed, disgraced,  chagrined  and  caused 
much  mental  pain  and  body  discom- 
fort. 

Joseph  Fox,  one  of  those  mentioned 
as  one  of  the  defendants  in  the  case, 
figured  prominently  some  time  ago  in 
a  district  court  case  of  the  same  na- 
ture. At  that  time  Fox  was  suing  a 
local  man  for  the  alienating  of  his 
wife's   affectioni     Fox  lost   the   case.

With  Complaints  Against 

Stenches. 


The  hot  weather  Is  causing  insani- 
tary conditions  In  some  sections  of  the 
city    which   are   almost    unl>earable. 

The     health     department     is     flooded 
with  complaints  from  all  'sections.     Al-"i 
I'^ys   and  garbage   piles  and  dead  cats, 
dogs    and    horses    are    included    in    th^ 
undesirable     list. 

The  last  few  days  the  telephone  has 

been  busy  almost  Incessantly  with  peo- 
ple registering  strenuous  kicks.  All 
refuse  which  is  not  promptly  disposed 
of  becomes  putrid  in  a  surprisingly 
short  time,  giving  rise  to  stenches 
which  are  sickening.  Members  of  an 
East  end  family  returned  to  their  home 
a  few  days  ago  and  were  unable  to 
enter  the  house.  A  dead  oat  under  the 
porch    had    been    lying    there    for    some 

The  garbage  men  have  more  than 
they  can  do.  Removal  of  garbage 
once  a  week  does  not  now  satisfy  the 
residents.  But  with  the  rush  of  work 
tind  no  more  men  to  do  it.  most  of 
them   liave  to  make  the   best   of  it. 

The  rear  premises  of  some  of  the 
restaurants  in  the  downtown  district 
are   extremely   bad.

Not  only  is  the  stench  bad.  but  the 
garbage  furnishes  breeding  places  for 
Hies,  which  swarm  about  by  the  thou- 
and.  Infesting  certain  neighborhoods 
until   they  are    worse   than    a   nuisance. 

The  health  department  sends  out  the 
advice  to  all  people  to  take  every  pre- 
caution possible  against  the  flies.  No 
doors  or  windows  which  are  not  prop- 
erly screened  should  be  left  open.  Med- 
ical men  learned  long  ago  that  flies 
carry  contagious  diseases  and  are  a 
big  n\enace  to  the  health  of  any  com- 
munity. 

Becau.-^fe  of  the  long  period  of  dry 
weather  the  mosquitoes  have  not  been 
very  noticeable  this  year.  They  have 
had  little  opportunity  to  breed  and  it 
is  .«aid  that  they  will  not  be  numer- 
ous at  any  time  this  year  in  this  part 
of  the  country^

A  score  and  inore  of  horses  have 
been  reported  to  have  collapsed  from 
the  effects  of  the  I'.eat  in  different 
parts  of  the  citv  and  the  veterinarians 
have  been  extremely  busy  for  days, 
.saving  the  valuable  animals  from 
death. 

Sixteen  horses  at  the  Duluth.  Vir- 
ginia &  Rainy  bake  mill  are  now  un- 
der treatment  at  the  hands  of  a 
vet.^rinarian.  and  last  night  another 
man  In  that  line  of  bu.slness  was  called 
upon  to  save  three  horses.  This  morn- 
ing the  same  man  treated  several 
other  horses  that  had  been  overcome 
and  all  through  the  day  the  veteri- 
narians of  the  city  were  constantly  in 
demand. 

Owners  of  draft  horses  are  taking 
every  possible  precaution  and  tlie 
horses  are  not  worked  any  more  than 
is  necessary.  However,  business  must 
proceed  and  the  animals  that  huV 
been  overcome  have  been  sacrificed  l  J 
the  necessities  of  ccr.imerce  and  trade. 
It  has  been  reported  that  several 
horses  were  shot  to  put  them  out  of 
suffering,  but  veterinarians  do  not  con- 
tirm  the  report,  It  having  been  possi- 
ble to  save  them  in  every  case,  up  to 
date. 

Horses  afflicted  with  "heaves"  are 
peculiarly  susceptable  to  HI  effects 
from  the  heat,  but  any  animal  worked 
in  this  weather  is  ilkely  to  be  over- 
come.

OVERCOME  BY  HEAT 
WORKMAN  PASSES  AWAY 


Overcome  by  heat,  Charles  V.  Spam- 
berg,  58  years  old,  for  the  past  twenty 
years  a  resident  of  the  West  end,  died 
early  tlils  morning  at  tha"  family  res- 
idence. 2309  West  Fifth  street.  Span- 
berg  was  a  laborer  and  leaves  a  wife 
and   one   child. 

Spanberg  had  been  employed  for 
some  time  by  the  city  on  its  street 
gang.  Yesterday  he  worked  a  full  day 
and  when  he  come  in  tlie  evening  he 
told  his  wife  that  he  felt  exhau.sted 
from   the   heat. 

Without   his  evening   meal    he    retired 


and  soon  sank  Into  a  state  of  uncon- 
sciousness from  which  he  did  not  re- 
vive Dr.  Eckblad,  the  family  physi- 
cian, was  called,  but  found  his  condi- 
tion hopeless.  Death  came  shortly 
after  midnight. 

Spanberg  had  suffered  with  asthma 
for  some  time,  but  his  condition  was 
never  regarded  as  serious.  The  fun- 
eral will  be  held  Saturday  afternoon 
at  2  o'clock  from  the  Swedish  M.  K. 
ohurch,  Twentieth  avenue  west  and 
Third  street.  Rev.  Edward  Stromberg 
will  officiate  and  Interment  will  be 
made   at   Scandia  cemetery.

The  carelessness  of  people  responsi- 
ble for  a  prodigious  waste  of  water 
during  the  prevailing  warm  weather 
has  placed  DuRith  on  a  danger  line, 
and  a  serious  contlagration  or  a  break 
in  the  electirc  pump  at  the  Lakcwood 
pufnping  station  would  plunge  a  por- 
tion of  the  city,  or  possibly  the  whole 
city.  Into  a  water  famine. 

Some  of  the  people  on  the  hillside 
are  deprived  of  water  at  times  during 
the  day  at  present.  The  water  system 
is  laid  out  in  levels,  there  being  an  ele- 
vation of  about  275  feet  between  the 
levels.  During  the  hours  of  the  day 
when  the  consumption  of  water  in  the 
downtown  districts  is  heaviest,  the  usu- 
al lighter  head  of  water  to  the  upper 
levels  is  exhausted  altogether,  and  dur- 
ing the  last  few  'lays  some  of  the 
houses  on  the  hill  have  had  no  water 
at  all  until  evening. 

Yesterday  the  Lake'vood  station 
j>umped  10,S00,00  gallons  of  water.  It 
has  a  capacity  of  12,000.000,  pumping 
twenty-four  hours,  but  no  pump  should 
be  worked  continuously  for  twenty- 
four  hours.  The  pump  cannot  safely 
be  used  for  a  greater  continuous  period 
than  it  was  used  yesterday,  and  it  Is 
pumping  a  greater  quantity  of  water 
liian  It  shuld  pump  with  perfect  safety 
now. 

A  break  in  the  big  pump  would 
throw  the  city  back  on  two  steam 
pumps.  with  a  combined  rated 
capacity  of  10,000,000  gallons,  and 
Drobably  an  actual  capacity  of 
11.000,000  gallons,  working  twenty- 
four  hours.  But  they  cannot  be  worked 
continuously  for  twenty-four  hours 
with  safety,  .so  that  the  city  is  ac- 
ually  using  a  greater  amount  of  wa- 
ter than  could  be  cared  for  by  the  re- 
,serve  pumping  facilities,  which  is  an 
unsafe  situation  at  any  time. 
U«»ard    Im    Auxioua. 

The  water  and  light  commissionerg 
are  greatly  ct)nccrncd  over  the  situa- 
'lon,  but  they  can  do  nothing.  Tha 
sprinkli:ig  of  lawns  all  day  and  all 
t.l£;rit.  the  use  of  water  for  cooling 
purpo.<?es  for  which  ice  should  be  used, 
an  Immense  waste  of  water  In  the 
sprinkling  of  sidewalks  and  other 
wasteful  practices  are  responsible,  and 
.alv  an  appeal  to  the  public  to  conserve 


the  supply  can  put  the  city  back  within 
the  line  of  safety. 

A  large  fire  is  a  sudden  tax  of  2.000,- 
000  to  3,000,000  gallons  on  the  city  wa- 
ter system.  With  the  general  con- 
sumption. Including  waste,  running  over 
10,000,000  gallons,  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  city  would  be  deprived  of 
water  if  a  big  fire  should  break  out. 
The  result  in  this  warm  weather  Is  not 
cheerful   to  contemplate. 

It  is  up  to  the  public  to  remedy  con- 
.lltlons,  the  water  and  light  commis- 
sioners say.  If  people  who  have  been 
allowing  water  to  run  on  their  la.wns 
all  day  and  all  night  will  sprinkle  the 
lawns  for  three  or  four  hours  in  the 
evening,  they  will  find  the  effect  the 
same,  they  say.  If  people  who  have 
allowed  water  to  run  on  vegetables  and 
thence  into  the  sewers  will  spend  a  few 
cents  for  Ice,  they  will  be  doing  a  pub- 
'ic  service.  If  people  will  remember 
that  they  owe  a  duty  to  the  city  not  to 
put  it  in  danger  of  a  water  famine,  the 
commissioners  say.  the  amount  of  water 
pumped  will  fall  to  normal. 

Meant*    More    Meters. 

The  commissioners  believe  that  peo- 
ple who  are  not  using  water  under  the 
meter  system  are  respo||sible  for  much 
of  the  waste  and  a  recurrence  of  the 
abuse  will  be  prevente.i  by  rushirii? 
the  Installation  of  meters  until  the 
whole  city  is  supplied.  At  present.  80 
per  cent  of  the  water  consumers  of  the 
city  have  meters,  and  the  commission- 
ers say  that  the  other  20  per  cent, 
those  having  the  flat  rate,  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  greater  part  of  the 
waste  not  reacting  directly  on  them  in 
the  shape  of  increased  water   bills. 

The  old  Endion  pumping  station  r.as 
been  overhauled  and  Is  ready  for  anv 
emergency.  It  has  a  capacity  of  /<,- 
000,000  gallons  a  day.  the  water  being 
pumped  from  900  feet  out  in  the  lake. 
The  station  will  not  be  used  except  as 
a  last  resort,  but  If  the  waste  con- 
tinues and  a  sudden  tax  is,,  put  on  th»^ 
system..,  the  use  of  the  5tat|on  may  be 
necessary.  Duluth  people  have  un- 
pleasant memories  of  th«  End  ion  sta- 
tion and  the  water  supply  it  gave,  biJt 
that  water  is  better  than  no  water  nt 
all  and  in  case  of  a  faiiJin-^  it  mav  be 
needed.  As  a  matter  of  fart,  the  intake 
at  the  Endion  -etatton  •  wra.s  extended 
after  the  typhoid  epidemic,  and  it  sup- 
plied water  to  the  city  until  January. 
1S99.  wiien  the  new  station  was  put  in 
operation.

I  am 
Borry    she   is   dead." 

Bunce  Is  22  years  old.  Friends  and 
neighbors  said  he  had  no  right  to  be 
lea  ous  of  iiis  wife,  and  that  if  he  had 
been  sober  notlilng  would  have  hap- 
pened. 

When  sober.  Bunce  was  said  to  be 
a  Quiet  man  but  wiien  drunk  became 
a  demon.  Monday  evening  while 
drunk,  he  beat  his  wife.  Only  prompt 
Interference  then  by  Mrs.  Gilbert,  his 
wife's  mother,  saved  her  daughter 
from  being  seriously  injured  at  that 
time.

WOULD  KILL  HABITUALS. 

Judge  Holt  Proposes  Drastic  Meth- 
od of  Handling  Criminals. 

Milwaukee,  Wis..  June  30. —  'An 
habitual,  incorrigible  enemy  of  society 
should  be  solemnly  adjudged  and  put 
to   death." 

Judge  George  C.  Holt  of  the  United 
i-'tates  district  court  of  New  York 
startled  tlie  members  of  the  \V  isconsin 
State  Bar  association  ye.sterday  after- 
noon by  making  this  recommendation 
to  protect  society  from  dangerous 
criminals.  Judge  Holt  spoke  on  "The 
Kxleiit  of  Unpunished  Crime  in  Tliis 
Country  and   the  llemedies  For  it." 

The  judge  treated  thoroughly  mob 
violence,  lock-outs,  strikes.  Black 
Hand  assassinations,  murders,  maim- 
ings,  assault,  robberies,  arson  and  nu- 
merous otiier  crimes,  many  of  which 
go  unpunished. 

He  said   that   the      tendency   to     mob 
violence  and   the   extent  of   unpunished 
crime  is  tlie  greatest  menace  to  Ameri 
can  society. 

Three  liundred  thousand  people  have 
taken  part  in  lynchlngs  in  this  coun- 
try in  the  last  forty  years,  according 
to  the  judge's  statistics  and  every  one 
of  them,  he  said,  was  guilty  of  murder 
if  they  acted  wilfully,  yet  no  person 
lias  ever  been  convicted  of  murder  for 
taking  part  in  a  lynching.  He  esti- 
mated that  there  are  100,000  unhanged 
murderers  of  tills  type,  most  of  wlioin 
live    in    the    Soutliern    states. 

He  said  that  in  the  Souliiern  states, 
w'nere  night  riders  regu.ate  tobacco 
cultivation  by  force,  a  condition  of 
anarachy   prevails. 

He  deplored  the  number  of  Black 
Hand  murders  and  the  number  of 
people  killed  annually  by  fast  automo- 
Diles  and  the  weakness  of  the  courts 
and  the  police  to  punish  the  guilty.

The  action  of  the  Illinois  Democratic  state  committee 
doubtless  is  actuated  by  political  reasons,  but  it  is  a  move 
that  every  good  citizen  should  approve,  and  that  would 
be  helpful  in  many  other  states,  including  Minnesota. 

Experience  has  shown  that  there  is  nothing  more 
prejudicial  to  good  govef-nmont  than  the  permanence  of 
an  overwhelming  majority  of  one  party— no  matter  what 
party  that  is.  There  is  safety  only  in  the  balance  pro- 
vided when  there  is  a  strong  minority  membership  in 
the  legislature.  The  ideal  legislature  would  be  pretty 
nearly  equally  divided,  and  that  situation  is  far  more  im- 
portant than  which  party  dominates.  No  matter  which 
party  has  the  majority,  with  a  strong  minority  member- 
ship on  guard  the  majority  party  is  strictly  on  its  good 

behavior. 

Minnesota  is  distressingly  lame  in  its  legislature.  The 
legislature  is  absolutely  in  the  control  of  the  Republican 
membership.  The  majority  is  so  large  that  it  is  un- 
wieldy and  unresponsive.  The  Democratic  membership 
in  the  house  is  negligible  in  numbers,  while  in  the  senate 
it  is  Jess  than  a  third  of  the  whole.  In  neither  house  is 
the  minority  strong  enough  to  keep  the  majority  on  its 
good  behavior.  The  result  is  that  the  quality  of  the 
legislative  membership  has  been  deteriorating  steadily, 
until  the  last  legislature  was  a  disgrace  to  the  state. 

In  Minnesota,  as  in  Illinois,  inferior  men  have  been 
kept  in  office  term  after  term  simply  because  there 
were  no  opposing  candidates.  The  Republican  majority 
in  most  of  the  Minnesota  legislative  districts  has  been 
so  large  that  there  seemed  to  be  no  use  in  putting  up 
Democratic  candidates,  so  the  elections  have  gone  by 
default    to   the    Republicans. 

If  the  Democratic  party  in  Minnesota  should  follow 
the  example  of  the  Democratic  party  in  Illinois  and  in- 
sist upon  running  candidates  in  every  legislative  district 
it  would  be  a  good  party  move,  but  a  better  move  still 
for  good  government.

pany i.,  in  violation  of  the  law,  these  great  holding  com- 
panies are  outlaws,  and  they  will  either  have  to  find  some 
other  way  of  consolidation  or  revert  back  to  their  original 
condition  of  scattered,  independent  corporations. 

If  the  supreme  court  holds  that  the  holding  com- 
pany is  a  violation  of  the  Sherman  law,  obviously  it 
will  he  the  duty  of  the  government  to  proceed  against 
all  holding  companies,  and  President  Taft  has  stated 
that  that   is  exactly   what  the   government  will   do. 

Yet  hundruds  of  these  holding  companies,  while 
large,  are  not  "trusts"  in  any  sense.  Some  of  the  big- 
gest, like  the  steel  corporation,  have  shown  no  dispo- 
sition whate\  er  to  abuse  their  power.  Bigness  is  not  an 
offense  against  public  morals  or  economic  liberties.  Big 
corporati.wis  may  be  menacing  if  they  are  unregulated, 
but  thcie  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  be  regulated 
in  the  public  interest.  Indeed,  to  many  that  seems  a 
much  better  way  of  getting  at  it  than  attempting  to 
limit  the  size  of  business  interests  and  forbidding  con- 
solidation. Consolidation  is  logical  and  economical.  It 
centers  the  energy  of  capital,  eliminates  waste,  makes  it 
possible  to  produce  cheaper  and  sell  cheaper.  What  the 
governui-i-nt  really  ought  to  be  doing  is  trying  to  see 
that  the  public  gets  its  share  of  the  benefits  of  consolida- 
tion. If  consolidation  is  inevitable  and  economical,  time 
spent  in  trying  to  prevent  it  is  wasted. 

If  the  holding  company  becomes  an  outlaw  the  ef- 
fect of  the  decision  will  be  far-reaching.  It  is  said  that 
there  are  1.305  holding  companies  in  the  United  States. 
Every  one  of  these  companies,  from  the  steel  corpora- 
tion with  its  billion-dollar  capital  and  eighty-nine  sub- 
sidiary companies  down  to  the  smallest  in  the  list,  a 
Maryland  corporation  with  a  capital  ot'  $10,000.  will  be 
subject  to  prosecution  with  the  possibility  of  a  judicial 
order  for  its  dissolution. 

No  state  or  territory,  not  even  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, is  without  its  holding  companies.  New  Jersey  leads 
the  list  with  269,  and   Montana   foots  it  with   but   one.

He  quotes  extensively  from  the  writ- 
ings of  Mtthodist  misslonaiics,  bish- 
ops and  newspapers  in  Italy,  aittvcklng 
the  papacy,  and  s^ts  forth  thai  eacii 
visit  of  a  public  man  of  America  lo 
the  Methouist  College  in  Rome  has 
been  seized  upon  by  the  local  repre- 
sentatives of  ilie  Methodist  church  as 
an  occasion  fo  rlnsuiting  the  Vatican. 
Li\fv\-   aud   Fairbauks. 

He  cites  the  cases  of  the  visits  of 
ex-Mayi)r  Seth  Low  and  Mr.  Fairbanks 
as  an'Mlustratioii.  He  claims  that  the 
Methodist  preacliers  in  Italy  are  paid 
liigher  salaries  tliaui  those  of  (^tlier  de- 
nprninatiuna;  that  their  work  iS  cniefly 
coif)tiTi0d  to  pros^lytijag  and  that  tr»8 
results  liave  not  , been  at  all  coiiuneri- 
suraie   with   the  *ost  of    the    work. 

Respecting  the  Hftosevelt  incident, 
he  says:  "As  far  as  precedents  gave 
les.son.  tlie  Vatican  could  not  but  fear 
tliat  pressure  might  be  brought  to 
bear  on  him  to  Induce  liim  to  lend  his 
favor  in  whatever  degree  to  the 
Methodist  institution.  With  the  pur- 
poses and"  wiles  of  the  institute,  Mr. 
Roosevelt,  it  was  thought,  most  likely 
was  not  conversant.  So  far  he  has  had 
no  occasion  to  run  up  against  Its  rul- 
ing spirit,  Mr.  Tlpphev 

Honor  o(   the   Vatican. 

"The  honor  of  the  Vatican  was  su- 
preme, as  it  should  be,  in  the  mind 
of  the  cardinal.  It  must  at  all  hazards 
be  safeguarded;  neither  must  obstacles 
intervene  that  sliould  keep  the  doors 
of  the  Vatican  from  being  thrown  wide 
open  In  greeting  toi  Mr.  Roosevelt.  So 
in  reply  to  Mr.  RoQ*«N'elt's  request  for 
an  audience,  a  Tne*?=kge  was  sent, 
courteous  and  confidential,  acceding  of 
course  to.  the  retuiest^  yet  intimating 
the  unpleasant  pdfeHlon  to  W'hich  the 
Vatican  should  be.reduced  were  there 
the  least  peril  ti^at  Avhat  had  hap- 
pened to  Mr.  Low  ind-tjo  Mr.  Fairbanks 
were  by  any  mi3"teici|lation  or  over- 
sight to  happen  to  |i!m.  The  more  illus- 
trious the  visitor,  the  more  was  he  to 
be  put  on  his  guard.    , 

RooKevelt'a  neply. 

"Unfortunately,  "^ho  message  of  the 
Vatican  reached  Mr.  Roosevelt  under 
the  cover  of  comment*  from  the  hands 
of  the  American  iCambassador  to  the 
Quirinal  and  wa^v  read  in  the  giare 
of  those  comment^  Certainly  the  sit- 
uation was  perplexing."  The  comments 
of  Mr.  Leishman  utiaer  his  eyes,  the 
answer  given  by  Mr,,  Roosevelt  is  not 
a  surprise  to  Amsirlcati.s.  Subsequent- 
ly, developments  brou|(ht  further  com- 
plications. Ttiere  SVete  other  and  yet 
more  embarrassing  comments  from  Mr. 
Leishman  to  Mr.  Roosevelt;  and  there 
was  the  unwarranted  declaration  that 
Mr.  O'Loughlin  said  to  the  cardinal 
that  Mr.  Roosevelt  was  just  the  man 
to  go  from  the  Vatican  to  the  Metho- 
dist hall.  Circumstances,  let  us  say, 
conspired  to  defeat  an  understanding 
such  as  would  have  been  developed 
had  Cardinal  Merry  Del  Val  and  Mr. 
Roosevelt  come  face  to  face  and  spoken 
to  each  other  in  direct  language  with- 
out hindrance  of  intermediaries. 
AVaM    3Iade    ImposHlble. 

However,  as  things  went,  the  car- 
dinal secretary  of  state,  supremely 
pre-occuplcd,  as  it  was  his  duty  to 
be,  with  the  necessity  of  safeguarding 
at  all  hazard  the  honor  of  the  holy  see, 
was  allowen  no  alternative:  The  au- 
dience was  made  impossible.  Such  was 
the  Roosevelt  incident,  in  which,  back 
of  all  the  immediate  circumstances,  the 
one  controlling  element  was  the  Amer- 
ican   Methodist-Episcopal     church. 

"The  attitude  of  the  Vatican  to- 
wards the  Methodist  mission  must  not 
be  other  than  what  It  Is.  If  in  this 
attitude  there  is  intolerance.  It  is  the 
intolerance  of  vile  insult.  With  per- 
sons differing  from  It  in  creed,  honor- 
able In  their  sincerity  and  belief  and 
well-mannered  In  their  bearing,  the 
Vatican  is  always  most  tolerant,  most 
courteous.

POLICE  ARE  TOLD 
OF  MURDER  GANG 

Bulgarian  Says  He  Was  One 
of  the  Hired  As- 
sassins. 

Kansas  City,  Mo.,  June  30. — The 
workings  of  a  gang  of  murderers  and 
robbers,  with  headquarters  in  Chicago, 
were  described  to  the  police  of  Kansas 
City,  Kan.,  yesterdav  by  James  Tonoff, 
a  Bulgarian,  according  to  his  own  con- 
fession one  of  the  assassins  employed 
by  the  gank.  Incidentally  some  light 
was  thrown  on  tliree  mysterious  mur- 
ders  in  Gary,   Ind. 

Tonoff  was  arrested  in  Wichita,  Kan., 
several  days  ago  and  brought  here. 
He  was  believed  to  have  been  ijpipli- 
cated  in  the  murder  of  a  foreigner  in 
the  local  packing  liouse  district.  Ques- 
tioned concerning  the  crime,  he  denied 
it,  but  confes^'d  to  the  killing  oi 
Simon  Nesteroff,  a  baker  of  Gary,  last 
May.  Yesterday,  in  the  office  of 
Henry  Ziramer,  chief  of  police  of  Kan- 
sas City,  Kan.,  and 'in  the  presence  of 
Joseph  Martin,  chief  of  police  of  Gary, 
he  told  the  story  of  the  Chicago  gang 
of  criminals  under  whose  direction  he 
said   he   had  worked. 

Obeyed  Gang's  Order. 

He  and  two  companions  in  Gary,  he 
said,  were  ordered  by  the  gang  to 
kill  George  Alexander,  a  merchant,  or 
Simon  Nesterhoff,  the  baker,  and  to 
get  their  money.  Alexander,  he  said, 
was  hard  to  find  in  a  place  where  the 
work  could  be  done.  Nesteroff  they 
found  In  front  of  his  ovens,  asleep. 
They  killed  him  with  an  ax  and  took 
$450    from    him. 

Chief  Martin  asked  Tonoff  about  the 
murder  of  Vasil  Christoff,  a  laborer 
who  went  from  Chicago  to  Gary  to 
work  In  the  steel  mills,  but  Tonoffs 
replies  were  meager.  A  Servian  la- 
borer in  Gary  was  beaten  and  shot  to 
death  last  winter.  The  murderer  never 
was  caught.  The  Gary  police  believe 
all  three  crimes  the  work  of  the  same 
persons.

part  of  N'Tth  Dakota  last  night  and 
showers  fell  in  that  territory  today. 
West  of  Jamestown,  reports  to  The 
Herald  said,  rain  was  general  ami 
proluiiged.  Showers  fell  along  the  Soo 
and  in  .Montana  showers  were  general. 
In  Manitoba  rains  were  heavy  although 
somewhat  scattered.  In  Northern  Al- 
berta and  Saskatchewan  the  precipl- 
tatkm  was  scattered  and  comparatively 
light.  Tempeartures  in  that  territory 
are    cooler. 

Ileports  to  The  Herald  today  from 
South  l>akota  indicate  that  rains  In 
the  fore  part  of  the  week  were  highly 
beneficial  but  that  drv  weather  the 
last  of  this  week  is  causing  some  ap- 
prehension. The  outlook  for  a  fairly 
Kood  crop  in  South  Dakota  is  excel- 
lent. The  Herald  got  half  a  hundred 
reports  today  from  Southern  Minne- 
sota and  nearly  all  of  them  indicated 
that  the  v.heat"  in  that  territory  is  in 
good  shape.  Prospects  point  to  a  crop 
of  at  It-ast  80,000,000  bu  for  this  state. 
The  Herald's  reports  from  North  Da- 
kota continued  pessimistic  e.xcept 
tliose  received  from  the  Western  and 
Nortliwestern  portions  which  were 
more    optimistic. 

Cables  were  lower  and  the  market 
opened  soft  in  sympathy  with  heavy 
selling  by  the  Northwest.  The  country 
Is  still  holdin.g  its  wheat  which 
many  bulls  regard  as  a  favorable  indi- 
cation but  the  professionals  dumped 
loni<  wheat  on  the  market  heavily  and 
took  protits.  Liutiidation  became  less 
Insistent  around  noon  as  the  crowd  was 
generally  out  of  its  wheat.  The  more 
favorable  weather  in  the  Northwest 
was  the  cause  of  the  rush  to  sell.  On 
the  lirtak  many  bulls  picked  up  con- 
siderable September  wheat.  Others 
were  disposed  to  wait  until  after  the 
holidays  to  take  a  new  survey  of  the 
situation.  Some  were  of  the  opinion 
that  it  would  be  unwise  to  carry  wheat 
over  three  d;iys  which  a  low  barome- 
ter  hanging   over    North    Dakota. 

Others  said  that  the  rains  may  have 
cheeked  the  damage  in  some  parts  of 
North  Dakota  but  that  the  Injured 
plant  had  been  too  badly  damaged  to 
recuperate.  Soaking  rains  for  a  week, 
these  bulls  said,  would  be  necessary  to 
make  wheat  show  even  a  temporary 
Improvement.  They  pointed  out  that 
the  crop  is  about  to  face  what  is  usu- 
ally the  hottest  month  of  the  year  with 
the  least  precipitation  and  that  the 
wheat  is  In  no  condition  to  mfet  It. 
except  in  a  few  Isolated  localities. 
These  people  bearlshly  Inclined  thought 
the  hulls  were  basing  their  claims 
on  conditions  that  had  not  material- 
ized. 

With  a  carry-over  of  80.000.000  bu  It 
seems    that    this    country      will      have 
enough  wheat  for  all  purposes,  although  j 
It    probably    will    not    get    on    an    export  | 
basis.       A    shortage    of    wheat    appears  1 
highly    improbable.      The    movement    of  I 
printer  wheat,  which   is  commencing  on  | 
a   small   scale,    should   act   as   deterrent  1 
to  an  advance  In  values,  although  it  is  ' 
conceded     that     weather     conditions     in  | 
the  Northwest  will  be  the  prime  factor 
In  the  trade  for  the  next  month  or  two 
and  that  the  market  will  be  feverish  in 
consequence. 

Snow  Issued  his  report  today.  He 
made  the  condition  of  spring  wheat 
67.2  and  winter  wheat  81  against  90.3 
and  SO. 6  per  cent  June  1.  On  this  esti- 
mate the  spring  wheat  yield  is  217,000,- 
000  bu  and  the  winter  yield  387,000,000 
bu.  His  estimate  on  spring  wheat  Is 
probably    too    low. 

More  wheat  traders  were  disposed  to 
get  off  the  bull  wagon  today  than 
for  some  time.  The  quarters  were  get- 
ting too  crowded,  some  folks  said,  and 
they  though  they  would  make  room  for 
the  people  who  favored  buying  on  the 
brtak.  The  continuation  of  bullish  re- 
ports from  North  Dakota  helped  to 
check  the  desertions  for  a  while,  espe- 
cially »  arly  In  the  season  when  the  Du- 
luth  market  forged  ahead  while  Min- 
neapolis and  Chicago  were  going 
backward.  Sentiment  changt  d  how- 
ever and  pressure  became  too  insistent 
and  the  market  declined  in  company 
with  other  Northwest  markets,  Winni- 
peg and  Chicago.  Some  people  thought 
the  bulls  had  overdone  things  for  the 
time  being  and  profit-taking  should  not 
be  overlooked. 

Cash  wheat  was  slow.  Mills  offered 
214c  over  July.  Farmers  In  til  parts 
of  the  country  are  not  offerii  g  much 
new  wheat.  Yet  there  is  little  anxiety 
on  the  part  of  the  buyers.  There  is  a 
scarcity  of  offerings  and  no  ir.dlcation 
that  prices  will  subside  to  a  level  with 
the  futures.

Opening   Downward  Plunge 

Followed  By  Quick  and 

Violent  Rebound. 


New  York,  June  30. — The  stock  mar- 
ket today  had  a  very  feverish  opening, 
with  violent  declines  In  stocks  of  some 
of  the  railroads  affected  by  yesterday's 
interstate  commerce  commission's  deci- 
sions and  In  some  of  the  specialties. 
Southern  Pacific  and  Chesapeake  & 
Ohio  declined  2%,  Northern  Pacific  2%, 
United  States  Steel  1%,  St.  Paul  and 
General  Electric  1%  and  Union  Pacific, 
Great  Northern  preferred,  Baltimore  & 
Olilo  and  National  Lead  a  point.  Some 
few  stocks  showed  resistance,  the  sup- 
port centering  on  Reading,  which  held 
stubbornly  about  last  night's  closing 
prices,  and  an  immediate  rally  in  the 
whole  market,  following  the  opening 
dealings.  Some  of  the  opening  declines 
were  entirely  recovered  in  tlie  first  tew 
minutes. 

Another  outpouring  of  stock  met  the 
rally  and  prices  went  down  again,  but 
only  a  few  representative  stocks  sold 
lower  on  this  break  than  at  the  start, 
notably  Union  I'acific,  Reading  and 
Atchison.  Losses  of  a  point  or  more 
were  fell  scattered  throughout  the  list. 
Support  was  again  extended  and  an- 
other brisk  rally  occurred. 

Successive  storms  of  liquidation 
swept  the  stock  market  during  the 
morning  with  lower  prices  established 
with  each  successive  outpouring.  The 
tone  became  demoralized  towards  noon 
with  prices  crumbling  rapidly  and  at 
wide  intervals  to  between  sales.  Atchi- 
son sold  at  a  decline  of  6%.  Southern 
Pacific  G%,  Union  Pacific  6%,  &t.  Paul, 
Reading,  Northern  Pacific  and  Cana- 
dian Pacific  5,  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  and 
Atlantic  Coast  line  4  and  the  whole 
list  from  1  to  4  over  yesterday.  Bonds 
were    weak. 

The  most  effective  support  of  the  day 
was  given  to  the  market  just  at  tho 
lime  when  it  was  the  weakest.  Tne 
result  of  rallies  reached  4  In  Union 
Pacific,  3%  in  Southern  Pacific,  3  in 
Atchison  and  Northern  Pacific  and  1 
to  2%  In  the  rest  of  the  list.  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Illinois  Central  sold  a  frac- 
tion higher  than  yesterday.  Before 
the  turn  for  the  better  came.  Northern 
Pacific  was  driven  down  7  points. 
Pressed  Steel  Car  5%,  Missouri  Pa- 
cific and  Great  Northern  preferred  4%, 
Rock  island  4%  and  Denver  &  Rio 
Grande    preferred    4. 

A  drive  against  Rock  Island  which 
sent  it  down  a-Js,  stopped  the  recovery 
and  caused  a  sharp  reaction.  Subse- 
quently the  market  advanced  again 
to  about  the  previous  high  level  of 
rally.

The  market  closed  strong  and  active.

After  a  chase  on  foot  f -om  the  Spald- 
ing hotel  to  Superior,  In  which  one 
negro  fugitive  and  thres  colored  citi- 
zens of  Duluth  were  the  principals,  on 
one  of  the  hottest  days  o(  the  year,  S. 
M.  King,  who  says  he  is  a  preacher  of 
the  African  Baptist  church,  is  under 
arrest,  accused  of  obtaining  money  on 
false  pretenses. 

King  has  been  in  Duluth  for  some 
days  and  has  put  in  the  time  industri- 
ously, calling  upon  some  of  the  most 
prominent  and  wealthiesi.  business  men 
in  the  city.  To  them  le  represented 
that  he  was  engaged  In  soliciting  funds 
for  the  foundation  of  a  new  Baptist 
church  for  colored  people  in  this  city, 
and  his  powers  of  persuision  were  re- 
warded  In   at   least   threi;    instances. 

H.  M.  Peyton,  president  of  the  Amer- 
ican Exchange  Nationf.l  bank,  sub- 
scribed $50  to  the  cause  which  King 
said  he  represented.  A.  .ii.  Ordean  gave 
a  like  amount,  and  J.  L.  Washburn  do- 
nated $25,  according  to  the  statement 
of   the   police   this   afternoon. 

This  morning  King  called  at  the 
Spalding  hotel  and  Introduced  himself 
to  Manager  Lee.  He  stated  his  mis- 
sion and  suavely  suggested  that  Mr. 
Lee  surely  would  warn  to  help  the 
good  cause.  However,  Mr.  Lee  de- 
cided to  investigate,  anci  he  called  the 
head  waiter  of  the  hotel,  William  Daw- 
son. 

Dawson  had  a  talk  -ivlth  King  and 
soon  discovered,  he  says,  that  the  con- 
gregation which  King  said  he  repre- 
sented did  not  exist.  When  the  cal- 
ler realized  that  his  purpose  had  been 
defeated,  he  waited  not  upon  the  order 
of  his  going,  but  ran  )rom  the  hotel 
and    down    to    the    railroad    tracks. 

Dawson  followed,  hailess,  and  was 
joined  in  tlie  pursuit  by  two  other  col- 
ored waiters.  The  chasj  was  a  gruel- 
ling one  under  the  hot  sun,  but  pur- 
sued and  pursuers  had  their  hearts  In 
the  contest  and  not  until  Superior  was 
reached  was  the  "clergyman"  caught 
an>^   subdued. 

Adams  was  taken  to  the  Superior 
lockup  and  booked  as  under  arrest  on 
a  charge  of  obtaining  money  by  false 
pretences.  Late  this  afternoon  he  was 
brought  back  to  Duluth  and  placed  in 
the  city  jail.

CANNON'S  FINISH
